PREFACE. 


H E Chriſtians of the firſt Ages were ſuch Ornaments of their 
Profeſſion, and ſuch Examples of Piety and Zeal , of Humi- 
litY and Patience, and all other Vertues, that. the World be- 
held them with aſtoniſhment. Many of their Enemies conclu- - 
ded, that ſo heavenly a Converſation proceeded from a Prin+ 
eiple that is more than Human, and were thereby induced ta embrace the 
Goſpel of our Lord Feſws ChrizF, But it muſt. be acknowledged, that 
there were many that aſſum'd the Name of Chriſtians, who, by their va- 
rious Hereſies and deteſtable Praftices, caus'd the Way of 


Truth to be blaſphem'd. Yet * did they ſtile themſelves, 
The elefted Seed, and boaſted of an extraordinary Perfc- 
tion. They pretended, that: they underſtood more than 
Paul or Peter or any other Mortal; and that they were no 
more polluted with the Sins they committed than Gold was

diminiſhed in its Subſtance or corrupted with Dirt. IP | 

I know not- whether any amongſt us be arriv*d to ſuch. Arrogance and 
Folly: But it is too evident, and it is fad to conſider, that as there is no 
ſmall number of debauch'd and profligate Wretches, even in theſe Times 
of ſo much Light, who ſet their Mouths againſt Heaven, and, like the pro- 
phane Antiochus, ſpeak marvellous things again#t the God of Gods : So there 
are many others, that profeſs toknow God, but in Works deny him; and 
to have a ſpecial 'intereſt in the favour of Chriſt, but hate to be reform'd 
by him. They flatter themſelves iato a belief, that they have made an ex- 
change with him of their Sins, which nevertheleſs they reſolve not to part 
with for his Righteouſneſs, which they are willing he ſhould keep to him- 
ſelf. They are not concern'1 about it, nor are they ſolicitous to know, 
whether the advantageous Bargain, with which they are ſo much affected, 
have any other ground but in their own imagination : Becauſe a juſt En- 
quiry into this Matter would fruſtrate their great Deſign, which is, to live 
wickedly and as comfortably as they can, and to reconcile their Vices with 
the hopes of Salvation. 
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This diſpoſes them to advance or defend ſuch Dodqrines as are moſt 
ſaitable to their corrupt Inclinations : and from hence it is, that in- 
ſtead of bringing their Actions to the Rule, they warp the Rule into a 
* O: 1oNs : ; ſpeaks * of thoſe that a- 

©: compliance with their Aftions : Or, as St. Baſu ipea t that a 
feX5-">. dulterate the Truth , They do not accommodate their Mind to the Scripture, 
anStlas, but pervert the Scripture t0 their eN Will. And thus they ſeek to cover their 
7: 757 ſhame nnder the ſhadow of a Divine Authority, as Sexeca tells us +, the 
"4mm "þ js, Epicureans hid their Luxury in the Boſom of Philcſophy.

Amongſt all the parts of the Holy Scripture that have been thus per- 

verted, I think none have ſuffer*d more than St. Paws Epiſtles ; in which,

"cs cepts of Religion they negle&; and from obſcure Paſſages they wreſt 

v1. He- thoſe Concluſions that are only fit to ſupport a falſe Peace in the way to 
deſtruQtion, 

For this purpoſe, they ſerve themſelves of the ſeventh Chapter of the 
Epiſtle to the Romans, and they ſeem to me to argue more plauſibly 
from thence, in vindication of Impiety, than from any other part of the 
Apoſtle's Writings : Which may. ſhew, what care we ought to take to 
inform ourſelves of his meaning, that we may avoid their Miſtakes, of 
which both the Canſes and Effetts are very deplorable ; and be able to 
# *0e2; defend Chriſtianity from their Aſſaults and the Reproaches that they would 
#6 us caſt upon it. You ſee, ſays St. Chryſoſtom +, ſpeaking. of this place, that 
were 7s unleſs with due fear or circumſpection we conſider his Words, and have an 
Tgeo9%- eye to his Scope, there will follow ifnite Abſurdities.” And of this Admoni- 
es tion, I think there is ſufficient . reaſon, .

Indeed, if St. Paul ſpeaks of himſelf in the ſtate of SanCtification, 
where he ſays, that he is Carnal and ſold under Sin, with other things of 
the like nature, a Man may then at once be engaged in the Service of 
God and Mammon, and be in Communion both with Chrift and Belijal, He 
may reconcile things that are molt inconſiſtent, and be at the ſame time 
a Child of Ljzht and of Darkneſs, He need tut ſay, The Evil I do, I 
allow not ; ana therefore it is no more I that do it, but Sin that dwelleth in me ; 
and thts would juſtife the greateſt Enormities. To know his Maſter's 
Will, and not to do it; to confeſs it to be holy, juſt and geod, and 
co 
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to be under convictions from it, and yet to negle& it, would ſecure 
him from future ſtripes for his diſobedience to it. And to bite the 
Chain that holds him faſt, and to f1': at the wretched Slavery he en- 
dures, would be an Argument of a Glorious Liberty. To violate the Laws 
of God with reluctancy and againſt the dictates of his own Conſcience, 
would bea mark of SanCtification : and of this Conſolation he could ne- 
yer be depriv'd, unleſs he loſt all ſence of good andevil, and, being pa#t 
feeling, ruſh'd furiouſly into Sin, without any conlideration or apprehen-= 
ſion of Divine Vengeance, | 

If theſe be juſt and natural Inferences from the Interpretation which 1 
have mention'd, as I think they are, this is cauſe enough to reject it. For 
they that are skill'd in the Art of Reaſoning lay this down 


as a Maxim *, and it is generally receiv'd as an evident * Pocent ms Dialeflici, ſs

Truth, That if the things are falſe which follow from certain 7 Ban 
Premiſes, theſe Premiſes are alſo falſe. And our bleſſed Sa- + play Ummoabegy- 
viour tells us +, That the Tree is known by its ows Fruit: A Fin. Bon. & Mal, lib. 4. ſe&s 
Rule that is very applicable to our preſent Caſe, and may 15+ 
ſhew, that it cannot be a good Expolition that brings forth + Luke 6. 44. 
Conſequences which are evil and pernicions ; but onght to 
be condemn'd, as contrary to the Purity of God, the Deſign of Chriſt, 
the Work of Grace and the Doctrin of the Goſpel. 

Nevertheleſs; I deny not, that ſome learned and good Men have been 
of opinion, that St. Pau! here diſcourſes of himſelf after converſion. But 
then they tell us, that the Evil, he complains of, was only the motion of 
concupiſcence, to which ke did not conſent, much leſs did he reduce it to 
praCtice, Or elſe, they ſay, he meant it not of great or wilful Sins, but 
only of ſwaller Offences or Infirmities, which in this Life are incident to 
the Regenerate. And it is true, that (if they have a right notion of Infir- 
mities) by ſoftning the Interpretation in this manner, they have avoided the 
Conſequences on which I have already reflected. Bur through unwarineſs 
or inadvertency, they have done violence to the words of the Apoſtle by 
that Expolition. For from his words it is plain, that whoſoever was hers 
ſpoken of, his Condition was very miſerable. Not only an inclination to 
Sin, but aCtual and known Sin, had taken poſſeſſion of him and dwelt in 
bim,which intimates to us, that it was become habitual,and govern'd * him * vid.Pr 
as his Lord. It had effefrually wrought in him,and prevailing againſt him, ſn. vi» 
had brought him into. Captivity, Yerſ. 23. It had put him under its own 7? - 
Power and Law, and fo deeply engaged him in Slavery, that he could do 3h, 
no more than wiſh for Freedom. 7s will was. preſent with kim, but how to per- 1684. 
form that which was good he knew rot, Verſ. 18. A thing that cannot well 
be imagin*'d of that excellent Perſon who invited the Corinthians + to be t 1 Cor: 
Followers of him as he was of Chri##; and who profeſs'd #, that he was 2%: 7- 
able to do all things through Corift thas ſtrengthned him. Phil.4.12

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I think we had much better be ignorant of his Meaning, than deprave 
it by an Interpretation that is injurious to Him, and deſtructive of Holti- 
neſs : But neither is that neceſſar;, as will appear in the following Di- 
ſcourſe. By the way, it may be noted in general, that there are ſeveral 
Difliculties in this Apoſtle's Writings that we ſhould not find inſuperable, 
if, with a duc application of mind, -we would enquire into their Nature 
and Original. For example, It may be contider'd, that ſome of theſe 
Difficulties proceed from his Language; for however that be'Greek, and 
therefore may be thought, on that account, not leſs intelligible than 
any other part of the New Teſtament : Yet {ometimes he uſes words 11 
ſuch a way or ſignification as differs from the con{truction which they com- 
monly receive in the Books of other Writers. And, if we may believe 
a great Judge in ſuch things, he retains ſomething in his ſtyle .of the ge- 
nius of a Ci!ician, and of an Hebrew of Hebrews, and Scho-

His great depth of Thought, 
red his abundance of Matter and ychemence in expreſſing it, his vigour and 
Fren, ad. VIVacity of Spiric, and the quickneſs of his Conceptions, occaſion'd ſome- 
berſ. Hz- times large Digreſlions, and ſometimes ſidden and unuſual Tranſitions,

we ſhall confound it. Yet muſt we not expeCtt to meet with Objections and 
Solutions in their Writings, produc'd with ſuch formality as they are by 
the Schoolmen. To find them in ſome places, requires a diligent and 
an attentive Reader : but his Pains will be recompens'd by the Light, 
which a nice and critical obſervation of -them gives to the Holy Scrip- 
ture. « 

Having this Key to the Apoltle's meaning, 1t remains, that we conſider 
in the next place, Who is the wretched Man he ſpeaks of, that was Sold 
under Sin and led Captive by it, 0c. And upon a due enquiry, I doubt 
not but we may diſcover him, from thoſe Marks and Lineaments by which 
he is deſcrib'd. For as our Lord determin'd, whoſe the Coin was, whict 
was ſhew'd him , and to whom it ſhould be rendred, from its Image 
and Superſcription : Thns, from the Character itſelf which is before us, we 
may gather, to whom it ought to be aſlign'd. It may not be attributed to 
St. Paul himſelf, as I have ſhew'd already, and it will be more manifeſt in 
in the enſuing Treatiſe : Nor to any Sincere Chriſtian, for he that is ſo, is 
Dead to Sin and a Servant of Righteouſneſs *., It belongs therefore to « gn, 4.

that I have ſeen : and as he hath, in my opinion, managed it with great 
{trength of Reaſon, fo he hath carried on the whole Work with that Spirir 
of Piety and Charity tor the good of Souls, thet I hope it may contribute 
iomething towards the Reformation of a degerate: Age, wich abounds 
both with Hypocritlie and Prophanenefs, and calls for the helping Hands of 
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This is what I thought fit to ſay by way of Preface, and I add no more 
but my hearty Prayers, That the Almighty, who is of purer eyes than to be- 
hold fin, would bleſs thoſe Endeavours that are employ'd againſt it, and in 
the vindication of Holineſs : and that he would ſo diſpoſe the Hearts of all

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READER 


N my firft Addreſs to thee I make a ſolemn Profeſſion, That I ſerve 19 
Party of Mer, neither can 1 ſee any worldly Intere#t that I can promote 
in the Writing of ths Treatiſe, but rather the contrary ;, and if I had not 
hoped it wes. be of ſome uſe to the Publick, I ſhould nor have troubled my 
felf in the Compoſing, nor thee in the Peruſirg of it ;, and having ſaid 

thus much, I ſhall ſhew thee fir Ft the Occaſion, and then the Reaſors of my Under- 

taking. ; 

Th Occaſgon was thus : T have for theſe Thirty Years and more kept my Thoughts 
ſufgended in the Controverfie of Eleftion and Reprobation, and the Liberty of 
Man's Will, not without making Enquiry by Reading, Diſcourſing and Medita- 
ting, with all which T have joyned ſerious Prayer : But I was very loath to deter- 
mine my Thowthts without a clearnefs and evidence, At laſt, obſerving the Claſh- 
ing that there was in Books, ard in the Pulpit by one again#t the other, the Anime- 

fities and Fends raiſed in the Parties, the Intricacy of the Knots, and the Ab- 

fferuſeneſ of the Diſcourſes upon this Swbjeft, as they lye in Controverſal Writers, I 
thought rhe ſafe#t, quiete#F and ſures way was to ende4vour to find ont the Truth 
as it lay in the Scripture alone, and by it ſelf ;, and to this end 7 taskt my ſelf to 
commit to my Memory all the firi Eleven Chapters of St. Paul's Eviſtl to the 
Romans #n Gree, for 42 the ninth and eleventh Chapters of that Epiſtle us the 
chief Seat of this Controverſie ; and I was willing to learn all the Chapters before, 
that ſo I might obſerve as warily and curiouſly as I could (begging God's aſſiſtance ) 
how the Apoſtle made his Approaches to that great Myſtcry of El: i0n and Repro- 
bation (which (eſptcially in the ninth Chapter ) hath becn made the Riſe aud Occa- 

ſion of dreadful Diſputes) for thas 1 did not queſtion but rhys wiſe nar -*

did raiſe this bigh and lofty Superſtrufture of his ninth and eleventh Chapters 
upon 4 ſure Baſis ;, and though 1 know that an Epiſtle may contajn dift inet Sub- 
jefts, that may have no great (if any) connexion and dependance ; yet it 1s vt- 
ry obvious to any Obſerver, that the meFt diſputative and argumentative part of 
the ninth Chaptcr hath a clear relation to and connexion with the third and fourth 
Chapters foregoing, n'r+in the Apoſtle is proving Juſtification by Fauth, Rom, 
9. 30, 31, 32. What ſhall we ſay then? that the Gentiles whsch followed not 
afier Eighteouſneſs, have attained to Righteouſnef,, even the Righteonſueſs which 
:s of Faith : But Iſrael, which followed after the Law of Righteouſneſs, hath not 
attained t0 the Law of Righteouſneſs. Wherefore * Becauſe they ſought it not by 
Faith, but as it were by the Works of the Law. And this was the reaſon of their 
reprobation : So that the Ele&ion of the Gentiles, ant ſome few Jews, was really 
grounded upon their cleaving to the way of the Promiſe and Faith, whereas the 
reprobation of the Jews, was, as I have ſaid, from the contrary reaſon, And 
accordingly Dr. Hammond concludes his Paraphraſe upon the ninth Chapter with 
theſe words : The Sum then of this whole Chapter will be reduced to theſe 
five Heads, 1. The Priviledges of the Jews, and among them eſpecially 
Chriſt's being born of that ſtock. 2. That thoſe of them which reſiſted 
and believed not in Chriſt, were delivered up to obduration by God, and 
the Gentiles taken in their ſtead. 3. That *rwas moſt juſt with God to 
deal thus with them. 4. That ſome of the 7ews at that time believed in 
Chrylt. 5. That the cauſe thar the reſt believed not was, that afcer a 
Phariſaical manner, they ſought Juſtification by the Works of the Law, 
Circumcihon, &c, deſpiſing the Faith and Doctrige of Ctriſt, and that 
Evangelical way of Juſtification, and ſo ſtumbling at the Chriſtian Do- 
ctrine, which they ſhould have believed, were the worſe for him, and the 
preaching of the Apoſtles, by whom they ſhould have been ſo much the 
better. 

And I bleſs Cod, mn about half a Tear's time, I picked up ſo many ſpare 
Hours as in which IT obtained what I deſigned, the getting by. heart thoſe eleven 


' Chapters, and have repeatcd them ofien exaitiy;, and in the getting of them, and 


at la#t my ninth ana eleventh, I have attained a very comfortable Satwsfaftion in 
the Controverſic about EleFion and Reprobation, and do not at all repent any 
Hour's time ſpent in the endeavour with relation to that, But that which I have 
now 10 acquaint thee with is, That while I was making my Progreſs in getting and 
repeating the ſeveral Chapters, there did a conſiderable light ariſe ro me concern-= 
ing the true and genuine ſence of the ſeventh Chapter, which I bad been often 
puzxelled about heretofore. And this I thought worthy a new Labour to acquaint 
thee with, ſo here 1 have given thee the occaſion of my writing upon it. 

Now for my Reaſons moving me ſo to do, take as followeth : 

Firſt then, F have obſerved, That ſeveral Expreſſions in that ſeventh Chap- 
rer 10 the Romans are the common ſhelter of many profligate Perſins, who would 
fain paſs in the'r onn apprehenſizus , and in the judgment of others , for goud 

; ' zen, 
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Men, though if they would make any ſerious Refleftions, they mu5t needs ſee them- 
ſelves in a wry evil ſtate, When I would do good, ſay they, evil is pre- 
ſent with me ; the good that Lwanld I do not, and the evil that I would 
not do that I do; fo then it is no more I that do it, but fin that dwel- 
leth in me. With my mind I my ſelf ſerve the Law of God, but with 
my fleſh the Law of Sin: 4nd ſo lick themſelves whole preſently after every the 
foule#t Commiſſion, With an, © wretched Man that i am! and all becauſe it 
2 allowed by ſome, that St, Paul wſcd theſe Expreſſions as ſpeaking in lis own per- 
ſon after converſion, Now thws Scripture 1s to be wreſted ot of their hands, by 
ſhewing them, that St, Paul ſpeaks this in the perſon of an wiregenerate an, 
and therefore "tis a Plaiſter that will not cover, much leſs heal thtir Sore, A- 
gain, 

Secondly, 1 fear, that even good People, or at leaft People well inclined, do 
r09 eaſily take comfort, after having failed in many Points of their Duty, in ſuch 
Expreſſions as theſe: When I would do good evil is preſent with me, and 
I finda Law in my Members warring againſt the Law of my Mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to the Law of Sin: When they ought to take 1e- 
fuge only in a ſound Repentance, and the Blood of Chri#t, after having hum- 
bled themſelves, and returned to their Duty as they ought. And they need not be 
diſpoiled of the Comfort that is ready at hand for them after ordinary failings 
and ſins of infirmity ;, for which I doubt not bat there is a Pardon of courſe for 
them, upon their Confeſſion to God : So that theſe Failings need not make any ter- 
rible diſorder in their Peace and Comfort, and they may have as much relief in 
Gal. 5. 17. as they can juſtly pretend to have out of the ſeventh ro the Romans: 


Gal. 5. 17. you have theſe words, The fleſh Iiſteth againſt the ſpirit, and 


the ſpirit againſt the fleſh : and theſe two are contrary the one to the 
other, ſo that ye cannot do the things that ye would. There i as much 
comfort in theſe words, as a ſound Chriſtian can ſeek for out of the ſcuenth to the 
Romans #n caſes of infirmity : And 1 know no Divine thas binders them of the 
relief of this Scripture ;, for the Fleſh not being perfettly ſubdued by, and to the 
Spirit, may hinder and clog them ſo as they may fail often, and may not come to 
be ſo good as they fain would be, or do at the good that they fain would do. And 
yet they are not forced to acknowledge , that they are ſold under fin, as the 
Expreſſion in that ſeventh t9 the Romans, by which they put a Sword into all 
wicked perſons hands to kill themſelves withal, and to bear themſelves out in thiir 
vileſt Enormities. 

Thirdly, And indeed let the words in the ſeventh to the Romans be but al- 
lowed to be ſpoken of St. Paul in and of bis own perſon aftcr converſion, and I 
know not what you can ſay by way of conviftion to the wickedest Alan in the 
World. He will tell you, when you charge him, That be was drunk ſach a time, 
and filthy ſuch a time, and cait prove it of him, That it is true, it was fo; 
but he hates it, *rwas not he that did it, but indwelling Sin ; with his 
Mind he himfelf ſerves the Law of God, but wich his Fleſh the Law of 
Sin. 
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Sin. 7w can you confute him? how know you but it ts ſo 4 ve ſaith ? ard then 
rporr what pretence can you excommunicate him ? or cenſure hin, if he declares 
his hatred of what he hath done ? how do you know but he may be a Sain#like 
Saint Paul , whenas the Church of God in all Ages hath and doth and-vnght 10 
procced in its Cenſures againil Men according to External Actions : 1 John 3. 
7, 8, Hethat doth righteouſneſs, is righteouſneſs, even as he is righteous. 
He that committeth fin, is of the devil. Yerſe 6. Whoſoever abideth 
in him, {inneth not ; whoſoever ſinneth, hath not ſeen him, neither known 
him. Se. John's Epifle 34. 11. He that doth good, is of God; he that doth 
evil, hath not ſeen God. 

Fourthly, This taking the ſeventh to the Romans #n the ſence above mentioned, 
caſts a great diſparagement on St. Paul, AMethinks thoſe two Expreſſions in the 
fourteenth Verſe of that Chapter, can never agree to St. Paul, The Law is ſpi- 
ritual, but I am carnal, ſold under fin. What was St. Paul carnil aftey bis 
converſion ? The bighet Chriſtian that can bear that Name, St, Paul tells us, 
is but « Babe, 1 Cor. 3. 1, 2, 3. And I, brethren, could not write unto 
you as unto ſpiritual, but as unto carnal, eyen as unto babes in Chriſt. 
1 haye fed you with milk, and not with meat, &c. Yerſe 3. For ye are 
yet carnal: and whercas there is among you envying, and ſtrife, and 
diviſions, are ye not carnal, and walk as men ? What was St. Paul a 
Babe after he had written all that Epiſtle to the ſeventh Chapter * But the nexs 
Expreſſion is 4 thouſand times worſe, if St. Paul ſpeaks in his own perſon as of 
himſelf after converſion, He 1s not i / carnal, but fold under fin, 4 very vile 
Captive under the ſlavery of ſin. I remember ſuch an Expreſſion no where but 
in Ahab's caſe, who it 1s ſaid ſold himſelf to work Wickeaneſ: And if St, Paul 
was ſold under ſin, he either ſold bimſelf, or was fold by another to this ſlave- 
ry : And who could ſell bim after he was become God's, but the Holy God, which 
;5 Blaſphemy to affirm ? or he himſelf, which i to make him another Ahab? Then 


'in Verſe 15. he explains how it appears that he was ſold under fin, by the cauſal 


Particle For, For what 1 do, lalflow not; for what I would, that dol not, 
but what I hate, that I do: And this us 4 clear Deſcription of Slavery. So 
Verſe 23. the Law in hs Members brought him into captivity to the Law of Sin, 
made him a Slave, 

Fifthly, This contradits all that St, Paul ſpeaks of himſelf in other places of 
his Epiſtles, 2 Tim. 4.7, 8. I have fought the good fight, I have finiſhed 
my courſe, I have kept the faith, henceforth is laid up for me a crown of 
righteouſneſs, &c. What he fight a good fight, that could not lift up an 
hand ? Whenever he would do good, evil was preſent with tim? The good 
that he would do, he did not, and the evil he would not do, that he did ? 
A ſtout Soldier ! He fight a good fight, that was taken priſoner, and carried cap= 
tive to the Law of Sin ! He finiſh h1s courſe, that could not move a ſtep, nor ſtand 
upon iz Legs! Haw to perform that which is good, I find not. Is this be 
that dia preach, wara and teach every Man in all Wiſdom, aud labour fo 
bard 
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bard at bis Work? ſtriving according to the working that worketh in me 
mightily, 4 Col. laſt, Ard jo Epheſ, 3.7. Whereof 1 was made a miniter 
according to the gift of the grace given unto me, according to the effectual 
working of his power, or his powerful working ; the ſame with that in the Co 
loſſians ; and. ſo in Ephel. 1. 19. That you may know what is the excced- 
ing greatneſs of his power to us-ward who believe according to the work- 
ing of his mighty power, which he wrought in Chriſt when he raiſed him 
from the dead , and ſet him at his own right hand in the heavenly 


places. 


Sixthly, This ſeventh to the Romans, if it ſhould be allowed in the ſence men= Reaf, v1, 


tioned, ſeems to take off all worthy Aſpirings after degrees in Grace, and all re- 
ligions joyful Gratulations and Thankſgivings to God for Grace already rcccived. 
If we mu#t be ſtill Captives to and ſold under Sin, to what purpoſe is it to endea- 
vour after any high Attainments in any, much leſs in all the Graces of the Spirit ? 
to be adding one Grace uto another, and one degree of Grace unto another ? They 
that are Chriſt's have crucified the fleſh with the affections and luſts. How 
ſhall we hope to be able to ſay with good Hezekiah pon 4 Death-bed, Remember 
now, O Lord, I beſeech thee, how I have walked before thee in truth, 
and with a perfect heart, and have done that which is good in thy ſighr, 


Iſa. 38. 2, 3. 


And Laſtly, The taking the ſeventh to the Romans, that is to ſay, the lattey Reaſ.v11, 


part of it, from the fourteenth Verſe to the end, to be ſpoken by Sr. Paul, as con- 
cerning himſelf after converſion, caſts a diſparagement upon the whole Goſpel, 
diſpirits and enervates the Power and Efficacy of it, which yet is ſtiled the Mini- 
ſtration of the Spirit. We all know the Goſpel to be the la#t of the Revelations 
of God to the World, even by the Son himſelf and his Apoſtles, endued with the 
Holy GhoFt in a viſghle and admirable manner, The Gofpel i called the King- 
dom of Heaven, becauſe in it Heaven is brought down upon Earth, as well as we 
diretted by it to get to Heaven, We are come in the Goſpel to mount Sion, and 
to the city of the living God, the heavenly Jeruſalem, and to an innu- 
merable company of angels, to the general aſlembly and church »of the 
firſt-born, which are written in heaven, and to God the judge of all, and 
to the ſpirits of juſt men made perfect, and to Jeſus the mediator of the 
new covenant, and to the blood of ſprinkling, which ſpeaketh better 
things than the blood of Abel, Heb. 12.22, 23, 24. The Church of Goa in the 
Goſpel, is compared to an Heir at Age come to the Poſſeſſion of his Eſtate, The 
Church before, to an Heir in his Non-age, Gal. 4. Now in the Days of the 
Goſpel it 1s promiſed, that the feeble ſhall be as David, and the houſe of Da- 
vid ſhall be as God, as the Angel of the Lord Wfore them, Zach. 12. 6, 
What ſball St. Paul then, the chiefe#t of the Apoſtles, be 4s a Babe, as Carnal ? 
ſold under Sin ? ſhall Sr. Paul pray for kis Coloſſians, that they might be 
ſtrengthened with all might, according to the glorious power of God, 


Col. 1,11, and for bis. Epheſians, that” God would grant according to = 
riches 
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riches of his glory, to be ſtrengthened with might by his ſpirit in the in- 
ner man, and have n0 ſtrength himſelf ? Epheſ. 3. 16. and not be able to find 
how to perform that which is good ? He can do all manacr of evil which he 
would not, 6: the good which he would fain do he cannot do; and the 
reaſon 3s, becauſe the Spiritual Apoſtle is grown Carnal, fold under Sin, and led 
away into Captivity t0 the Law of Sin and Death! Methinks "ts; impoſſible, that 
ever theſe words ſhould be ſpokea of St. Paul, as of himſelf ;, for there was never 
(as I conceive) 4 more vigorous, aftive, ſucceſiful Perſon, or engaged in higher 
Work and Service. Therefore I ſhall here break off my Epiſtle to the Reader ;, 
and, after having giug him a ſhort Analylis of the foregoing part of the Epiſtle, 
with that of the ſixth, ſeventh aud eighth Chapter , ſhall betake my ſelf to the 
Work which 1 have undertaken ; that 1s, to ſhew by Paraphraſing the ſixth, ſe- 
wventh and eighth Chapters of the Epiſtle to the Romans, That this cannot be the 
meaning of the ſeventh Chapter, which is by many thought to be ſo, the ſixth and 
ejohth rghtly expounded, will caft a great light upon the ſeventh, incloſed betwixt 
them, according to that Maxim , Oppoſita Juxta ſe poſita magis eluceſcunt. 
The ſixth and eighth Chapters ſeem to me like two Guardians or Watchers, ſet 
to defend us fromthe dangerous miſunderſtanding of the ſeventh , or, to give thee 
another Compariſon which hath fallen upon my fancy, they ſeem to be like two hot 
Baths, and the ſeventh like a cold Well fed from another Spring, and. the Source 
F ſelf of it ts in the ſame Chapter fully accounted for.

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Find ther, after the Apoſtle hath made a mo#t ſtatsly Addreſs , conſiſt 

ing of fifteen Verſes, to that learned and faithful Chych » he ſpends the 

other ſeventeen Verſes of the fir Chapter in convincing the. Gentiles of 
their ſinfulneſ. 

The whole ſecend Chapter in convincing the Jews of theirs. 

In the third he ſhews, That the Jews, thorgh they had many Priviledges above 
the Gentiles, yet were indeed no better than they, Ti iv aex:15 thn 3 5 miylac, Cap. 
3.9. Verſe 20. He ſheweth, That neither of them can be juſtified by the Law, and 
that they both mu#t be juſtified by Faith, Ver. 30. 

In the fourth Chapter be proves Juſtification by Faith, by Abraham's Example, 
and Devid*s Deſcription of the Bleſſedneſs of a Man, any Man. 

In the fifth Chapter he inſtitutes a Compariſon betwixt the hurt done to Man 
kind by the fir# Adam, and the benefit to Mankind by the ſecond Adam, and 
beighthens the benefit unſpeakably beyond the loſs, That as fin hath reigned 
uato death , fo grace reigns by righteouſneſs unto eternal life, through 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord : Ard fo concludes the Diſcourſe of Juſtification by 
Faith, 

In the ſixth Chapter the Apsftle comes to a new Subjeft, which takes up that 
and the ſeventh and a good part of the eighth Chapter , viz. that of Santtifica- 
tion, and ſhews, that that 1s as neceſſarily dependant and canſequent upon Faith; 
and Grace, as Juſtification it ſelf 1s. 

In the ſeventh Chapter, after the Apoſtle had ſetled the matter of San#ifica- 
tion in the ſixth, as maiſpenſibly neceſſary and naturally flowing from the Do- 
&rine of Grace and Juſtification by Faith, he 4s pleaſed, according ts the Wiſdom 

given to him, to bring in an Inſtance of an Tneffetual Attempt towards Santtie 
fication, by a Man under Convittions from the Law, as be had before ſhewn at 
large, the. folly of the Jews and Judaizing Chriſtians, in ſceting Tn/tification 
by the Law ;, and indeed he words the matter in a way of perſonation in his own 
perſon : whereupon ſeveral have miſtaken the ApoſHe's deſign, thinking that he 
ſpake all thoſe thirgs of himſelf after he was converted, axd in an eſtate of Rege- 
neration, whereas it 1s very clear to me, and indeed I find to many learned and 
godly Men, that the Apoſtle 1s-only in his own Perſon perſonating a Man thas 


| 25 not truly converted, but ſtrugling with his Corruptions in his own ſtrength, be- 


ing terrificd by the Law, waich only convinceth of Sin, and ts 4 miniſtration cf 
Condemnation ;, and ſo 19 wonder that he 75.j9 overcome and brought into Bon- 


; 
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dage , as he acknowledgeth himſelf to be in that Chapter, But this I ſpeak 
here but precariouſly, till 1 ſhall afterwards have made it to appear. | 

In the eighth Chapter, the Apoſtle, after he had ſet forth the convinced Per 
fon in ſuch a ſtruggle with his Corruptions in bis own Strength, ( the Law af 
fording him neither Strength nor Hope ) after he had ſet him forth as overcome 
and captivated, and brought into deſperation, he gives him a glimpſe of Chri#t, 
gives bim a Plank after his Shipwreck, and in the very latter end of the ſeventh 
and beginning of the eighth Chapter, brings him off clear from thoſe Rocks and 
Shelves upon which pad been in utmoit danger of periſhing, Which ts all I ſhaft 
ſey by way of Introduction and Analylis,

That 4s (in hath reizned unto death, even ſo might grace reign through 
rizhteouſneſs, unto eternal lije by Jeſus ChriSl our I17d + And with theſe words, in triumph, con- 
clades his Diſcourſe of Juſtification by Faith and Grace. Upon which the Apoſtle ſtarts a

*A'lvfon made to the ancient way of Bapiizing, which was by dipping under Watcr, called 
here burying, and riſing or being raiſed up. I fhall-give the Explication in the Words of 
Dr. Z/ammond upon the Text, the third and fourth Verſes: 

« 'Tjs a thing, faith he, that evcrz Chriftian knows, that the Innerſ:on in Baptum, re- 
« fers to the Death of Chriſt ; the purtirg the Perſcn baptized into the Water, denotes and 
« proclaims the Death and Burial of Chriſt, and fgnifies our undertaking in Eaprtiim, that 
« we will give over all the Sins of oxr former Lives, (which 15 our being buried rozether 
« with Chriſt, or baprized to his Deat'i) that ſo we may live that regenerate new Life

T ſhall endeavour to explain the 
matter thus, for it is not a meer Nicery, but the Obſervation or Criticiſn carries a great 
deal of uſeful ſence in it; We are al! of us here 1n rkis World in a morra! body (Whether 
inthe b1y, 67 at of the 50d, I cannat tel, God tnowerb, faith St. Pail, 2 Cor. 12. 2. I fay,

we are all in'2 mortal body ; and this body of ours hath ſeveral appetites or defigns, as 


eating and drinking, (5c. theſe deſigns are called luſtings or luſts, according to the old 


Engliſh. Now the Apoſile's advice 1s, that fin reign not in our mortal bodies. In the 
body of fin, (which 1s to be deſtroyed and crucified with Chriſt) there is nothing elſe bur 
ſin, reigning lin; this therefore muſt be deſtroyed : bur ir is no duty, bur a great ſin, for 
us to deſtroy and kill our mortal body; we n:uft nouriſh ic and cheriſh it in a moderate 


way, only we muſt have a care that fin reign nyt in theſe morcal bodies, ſo as to obey fin, 
in gratifying to cxceſs the innocent Juſtings or defires of our body. The thirteenth Verſc 
illuſtrates and ſtrengthens this ſence that I have given of the twelfth. 

Neither yield ye your members, (that rs, the limbs of your mortal body, your hands and 
feet, your eyes and ears and tongue) Inſtruments (Margin, Arms or Weapons) of unrigh- 
reonſrieſs unto fin. In this Verſe are two Captains, Kings, Genera's,. or Maſters, God, and 
Sin. You muſt not yicld your members, or limbs, as inſtruments of unrighteoufneſs un- 
to ſin : If by the members here, were meant the members of the body of fin, it were no 
good (ence to ſay, yield not your members as inſtruments of unrighteouſneſs unto fin ; for 
how can it be that the members of the body ſhould not yield to the uſe and ſervice of the 
body, which is only unrightcouſneſs in the body of fin? But by our members here, is 
underſtood. the limbs and members of our natural or mortal body. Now I ſhall recite the 
whole Verſe. 

Neither yield ye your members as inſtruments of unrighteouſneſs unto ſin, do not obey fin in 
gratifying the defires of the body, but yzeld your ſelves unto God, as thoſe that are altve from 
the dead, that 1s from death in fin, and your members as inſtruments of righteouſneſs unto Gd, 
Uſe your bodies and every limb and faculty of them to the glory of God, whoſe you are, 
and whom you ought to glorifie with your bodies and (pirirs, which are his. 

For ſin ſhall not have dominion over you. Above, Verſe twelve, he had exhorted and 
cautioned them, that fin might not have dominion over them, Let not;ſin theref're reign in 
your mortal body, Here he either promiſes, or at leaſt foretells them, that ir ſhall nor reign 
(for xugrhury  Bamatury are much the fame). What need of ſo much caution and ex- 
hortarion to avoid a thing that ſhall never come to paſs ? Why, truly, becauſe though you 
may certainly avoid and eſcape the dominion and reigning power of fin by care and dilj- 
gence, watchfulneſs, and holy attivity, ſtill praying for, depending upon, and making uſe 
of the Grace of God, yer if you be not thus employed, however you may ſeem to your 
ſelves and others, to have clean eſcaped th:ſe that live in error, 2 Pet. 2. 18. and to have eſca- 
ped the pollutions that are in the world, through luit, the evil (piric will return and take wich 
him ſeven other ſpirits worſe than ever he was, and will take poſſeſſion of his fivept and 
garniſhed old manfion, and fin will again have dominion and reign over you. To recite 
the whole Verſe :

For ſin ſhall nat have dominion over you, for ye are not under the law, but under grace. Here Vere 14> 


the Apoſtle expreſſes the great reaſon why true Chriſtians may be and are freed from the 
dominion of fin, it is becauſe they are not under the Law, and ſeek not to be juſtified by 
the Law, but under Grace, Juſtification and Santtification, have one and the ſame Roor, 
Source and Foundation, Jeſus Chriit is made of God unto us wiſdom, righteouſneſs, ſanitificati mn 
and redemption, 1 Cor, 1. 30» So' the Apoſtle hath well confured that Paralogiſm in the 
firſt Verſe, Shall we continue in fin, that grace may abound ? by turning it into a Viol-»t.on, 
He takes the Enemies Cannon and turns them upon themſelves, therefore you muſt nr 
continue in fin becauſe grace harh abounded and doth abound, For fin ſhall nxt have d1mi« 
nion over you, becauſe ye are under grace, 

I ſhall need here to ſay ſomething ro make it appear how the Dominion of Sin is de- 
ſiroyed by Grace, and nor by tne Law, though I know I ſhall have much more occaſion ſc 
veral times to ſpeak to this 1n the ſeventh Chapter, which indeed cannor be made intelli- 
gible withour the unfolding of this Myſtery : And firſt for the explication of it I ſhall give 
a parallel place, tt 1s Gal. 5. 16, 18. Verlie 15. This I ſay then, walk in the ſpirit, and ye 
forall not fulfil the Iuſts of the fleſh. Verſe 18. If ye be led by the ſpirit, ye are wt under the law. 
The Apoſtle had before been exhorring them to loye one another, becauſe Love was the

fulfllinz of the Law, and tells them further, in Verſe 1 5. {f they did bite and devour on? ang- 
ther, there was 4 great danger they would be? corſumed one d7 an1ther. Now, for Prevention 
hercof, the Apoſtle adds, Verſe 16, This T ſay then, walk in ſpirit, and ye ſhall not fulfil the 
Iyfts of the fl:ſh ; thar 15, that luſt of envy and bitrerneſs., Verſe 19, Frr the fleſh luſteth a- 
gainſt the ſprrit, and the ſpirit againſt the fleſh: and theſe are contrary the one to the other ; ſo that 
12 carnt d) the things that ye would, Even in good Men there 1s a remainder of felh, as ir 
15 taken in an 11 ſence, which hinders them from doing much 'of rhit good which rhey 
would fain do, when they are more themſelves : Bur then the Apoſtle minds them of whar 
he Fad ſaid before in the ſixteenth Verſe, (as the Apoſtle loves to inculcate and repear) 
If 103 be led by the ſp rit, (or walk in the ſpirit; which I take to be all one) if ye be led by the 
ſrivit, ye are rot undey the law. Which I rake fo be all one with the other parr of the ſix 
rcenth Verſe, Te ſhall mt fuljil the luſts of the fleſh : And accordiagly he reckons up the lufts 
of the fleſh, which, when brought into aft, are the works of the fleſh, In the next, 
Verſe 19, Now the waths of the fleſh are manif.ſt, &c. But the parallel I ſeem to my ſclf to 
find in theſe words of the Epiſtle to the Galatians, compared wich tho e in Romans 6. 14. 
appears thus, in Ep. to Gal. "tis, If ye be led by the ſpirit, ye are not under the law; or ye 
ſmall nor fulil che lufts of the fleſh 3 ro be under the law, and to fulfil che ſuſts of the fleſh, 
are conſequent one upon another, and therefore uſed as (ynonimous or equivalent Ex- 
prefitons ; ard if fo, they fully anſwer the words that I am now upon, Rom. 6.14. Sin 
(hall nat have dominion over you, 74 ye are nt under the law, but under grace. Now 1f not to be 
endcr the law, and not to fulnl the luſts of the fleſh, be al! one, then to be under the law, 
and to fulfil the luſts of the fleſh, are all one ; for, Contrariorum contrariz ſunt rationes 3 and 
1f to be under the lai, and to fulfil the luſts of rhe fleſh, are all one, that 1s in the way of 
inferring one another, as, Poſita cauſa ponitur effeF:25, being under the law 1s the cauſe, ful- 
filling the luſts of the fleſh is the effett : I ſay, 1f theſe are all one, or rather if they do, mu- 
tuo ſe ponere 07 tollere, then the Apoſtle*s 15 a good Argument in the Text before us, Rom, 
6. 14. Sin fla'l not have dominion over you, for you are not under the law, buf under grace. Bur 
i ſha!l leave the Argument frem a parallel which ſerves only to prove the 37, that.ſo ir is, 
elitr he thar js under the Law (as his way of juſtification) will cerrainly fulfil che'luſts of 
the fleſh, and that fin ſhall no: have dominion over him , that 1s, nor-under the law, and 
come to the dg7, or the reaſon why it is ſo, which evermore proves the 27 thar it 15 (o, 
Now the rcai'n whyit is ſo, that he that js under the law, will always and cannot bur ful- 
h] che uſts of the fleſh, and thar he chat walks in the ſpirit, is led by rhe ſpirit, or under 
the condutt of grace, and the promiſe for juſtification and ſanAification, will not and can- 
rot, whilſt ſuch, yield himſelf a ſlave to his luſts, and ſtiffer fin to have dominion over him 
35 this becauſe a {inner (as we are all finne:s) that is under the law, and berakes himſelf to 
the law for juſt fication, and goes no farther, (is nct well ſchooled under the law, fo as 
to berake him{clf ro Chriſt and Grace for a righteouſneſs, (as the law is only a School- 
rafter to bring us to Chriſt, that we may be juſtified by faith, Gal. 2. 24.) he finds the 
Jaw commands him to be holy, perſe&ly holy, and threatens every fin with death, ard 
gives him no ſtrength nor hope wichour perfett unerring obedience, (befides all the wrath 
that the law 1s charged with againſt him for his paſt fins). And here, the poor Man find- 
mg ic his duty to abſtain from all evil, and doall that is good, and having no ſtrength and 
no hope, but mthe way of perfett unerring obedience, (beſides the making amends and 
giving ſa:isfattion for his paſt ſins) he grows fad and mad and deſperate, and fails to ſin- 
ning more than cver ; whereas the Man that (having been ſtung with the law, terrified in 
his conſcience with the thunderings and 1ighrnings of Mount Sina) hath heard of < hriſt, 
avd grace, mercy and pardon on him; ard rich aſſiſtance from him ro do all tha: is well- 
pieal'ng to Ged, and hath thereupon fled to Chriſt 2nd put himſelf under the cendutt of 
race, to be }cd by the fpirit, and ro wal in the ſpirir, he is not under the dominion of 
fin 3 ke {ces no realon to comm iniquity, but infinite reaſon to the contrary ; he feels the 
ntſuence of allthe Apoftie's arguments; he is dead to fin 3 he hath been buricd in bap- 
rifm, and riſen with Chriſt in t%.at ordirance} he looks vpon his old Man as crucified 
with Chriſt; Ic xwou'd have the body of fin utterly defiroyed 3 ke will ſerve fin no longer, 
bur 
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bur as Chriſt ever lives to God, ſo would he ; he reſolves, in the ſtrength of God, +fin ſhall 
not reign in his mortal body, but he will yield up all his limbs and members, and ſenſes, 
and faculries of body and ſoul unto God : Sin ſha!l rot hate dominion over you, for ye are n:t 
under the law, but under grace. 

I think I have ſpoken, or wri'ten, that which may ſuffice for this Sabjett in ris place 3 
if I ſhould enlarge further upon it here, 1 ſhall prevent my fclf in what Iam to ſpeak again 
in the ſeventh Chapter. ; 

What then 2 ſhall we continue in ſin, becauſe we are nit under the law, but under grace * God 
forbid, Here we may refreſh our ſelves a little, roobſerve the folly of Men in their footith 
arguings, they will draw poiſon our of an antidore ; that which is the greateſt enemy in 
the world to fin, ſhall be made the patron of fm, even the grace of God; they will rurn 
the grace of God into laſciviouſneſs, and receive not only the grace of God in vain, bur to 
wicked purpotes ; this the Apoſtle therefore rejetts with a great abnorrence, G14 f5rbid, 
and though he had in the firſt Verſetceated the ſame perſons afrer his us 340/72, with a 
train of Inſmuations, and gentle, yer powerful Arguments, which I have largely para- 
phraſed on ; yet now, when he meets with the ſame perverſe humour the ſecond time, he 
correds it with a ſevere and tart check, and threatning withal, 

Know ye net, that to whom ye yield your (elves ſervants to obey, bis ſervants ye are to whony yo 6+ 
bey, whether of fin unto death, or of obedience unto righteouſneſs ? As much as if he had ſaid, 1f 
all the Arguments I have uſed hitherto will nor prevail with you to become holy, then rake 
only this one more, He ro whom ye yield your obedience, his ſervants ye are, and he will 
pay you your wages. If ye yield your obedience to fin, ye are the feryants of fin, and 
the wages of fin is death, whether (the ſervants) of fin unto death, or (the ſervants) of 
obedience unto righteouſneſs. The Apoſtle would not dandle them any lorger, nor dally 
(as ir were) witty pleaſing infinuations, but tell them whereto they muſt truſt, if they 
would not follow the condu of the Spirir, and go the way that grace led them, - Bur yer 
in the next Yerſe, as if this tender Father, that was always (o full of bowels, had been a 


little too ſharp and ſevere in his Reprimand, Verſe 16. 1n 17. he falls ro comforting them 
again wh a God be thanked on their behalf : 

But God be thanked, that ye were the ſervants of ſin, but ye have obeyed from the heart thi 
form of doftrine into which ye were delivered. That 1s, God be thanked that cl ough ye were 
the ſervants of ſin-once, yet now ye have obeyed, (7c. For it js no matter of thank(. 
giving to God by it ſelf, that rhey were the ſervants of fin 3 but the ſupply of the Ellipfis 

r 


1s very obvious, Though they had bcen ſo, yer row they had obeyed from the heart thar 
form of Dottrme, This is the proper matter of thankſgiving, that they had obeyed from 
che heart, (ſupple md 1/Tp) &; % meg: 2118 7 my Sage, they had ſubmirred fo en- 
tircly, and from rhe heart, to the nothing of the Goſpel, as if rhey had ſuffered them. 
ſelves robe melted down by ir, and caſt intorhe form or mould of the Dottrine of tie ©5- 
ſpel, as ſo much Lead or Gold caſt into a Mould : Metaphors eft a Tipis, vel Auri-fabroraen, 
vel Tip»graphorum, ſaith Pool in Loc. 

Being then 1:ade free from ſin, ye 5ecame the ſervants of righteouſneſs. Ye were the ſervants 
of ſin, but have now obeyed, gc. being then made free from fin by dying to' it, For he 
that is dead, is freed ſrom ſin. Verſe 9. Te becam: the ſervants of rightezuſneſs. Every Maa in 
the World, is 1n the Apoſtle's language ard ſence cither free from fin and the ſer- 
vant of righreou neſs, or free from righteouſneſs (as the Phraſe 1s, Verſe 20.) and the fer- 


yant of fin.

derſtand, and thar pratticallyand experimenrally roo 1n their own Fearts ard Priftice. A 
pood Argument: 15 never too oftea urged, nll 1t be anſwercd or admitted; a good Leffon is 


never to often repeated, till it be learnt; and ind:cd the Apoſite ſeems to be willing ro 
ſun 
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ſem up what he had ſaid throughout the Chapter, becauſe he was to take leave of the Sub- 
zc&, As ye bave therefore yielded your members (Inſtruments 1t was, Ver. 13. o7A&, how 2a2) 
ſervants to unclearneſs, and to iniquity unto iniquity, ſo now yield your members ſervants to righte- 
on:ſmeſ; unto hilin-ſr, What 15 the difference here betwixt to and unto, to niquity unto 1ni- 
quity, to righteouſneſs rnto holineſs ? Why the Apoſtle is very nice and curious and cri- 
tical many n1mes in his Exprefiions. And the Holy Ghoſt 15 pleaſed often to condeſcend in 
the Scripture to oberve the Rules of Elegancy and Exattneſs which Men delight in; I 
could give in my little Obſervation many Inflances of this, the 6 wozom mT, wi Vrnrggee- 
Gy mee” 3 SG 200760, d).Ae egorGirs as T9 wegorar, Rom. 12.3. nottobe made appear 
in our Tranſlation, may be one. Another may be that of rhe Order obſerved inthe 22 Parts 
of the 119th Pſalm, that every Ottonary ſhall begin with the ſame Letrer, and every Part 
begin with the Letter of the Alphabet next ſucceeding, 1n order to that which went be- 
fore : The hike is to be obſcrved in the third Chapter of the Lamentatzons ; ſo here in this 
Verſe, Rom. 6. 19. toand unto twice applicd;z Iniquity and Righteouſneſs are ro be concei- 
ved as two Queen-Regents, to one of which every Man and Woman in the World 1s a Sub- 
ze, and all their Limbs, Senſes and Faculties of their Bodies and Souls are made Servants 
ro do their Work, Now the Work which Uncleanneſs or Iniquity enjoyns is Iniquity 3 
the Work which Righteouſneſs enjoyns is Holineſs.

(a now yield your members ſervants to righteouſneſs, the Queen-Regent in and of your Souls, unto 
holineſs, the Work of Righteouſneſs. This 15 all I can obſerve 1n the difference of to and unto, 

For when ye were the ſervants of ſin, ye were free from, or free to righteouſneſs : Thar is, 
Righteouſneſs had no command over you. 

What fruit had ye then of thiſe things whereof ye are now aſhamed ? The Apoſtle now ha- 
ving (as it were) done with the Deſcription of their Relations of Servants and Miſtreſles, 
Queen and Subjett, Services and Works, he concludes the Chapter, and the whole Dij- 
ſcourſe, with an Account of the Wages paid by each Miſtreſs, each Queen, to their ſeveral 
Servants: What fruit had ye then f theſe things whereof ye are now aſhamed ? for the end of 
theſe things is death. That is of thoſe things or ſervices which ye performed or perpetra- 
red to that tyrant fin. 

But nww being made free ſrom ſin, and become the ſervants of righteouſneſs, ye have your ſruit 
unto holineſs, and the end everlaſting life. 

For the wages of ſin is death, but the giſt of God is eternal life, thraugb Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, 
In this Verſe the Apoſtle makes a maniteft diſtinftion berwixt the reward of Sin, ana 
the reward of Righreouſneſs and Holineſs. The reward of Sin 1s in the nature of a dye 
Debr, asa Soldier's Wagesare a due Debt; Death Temporal, Spiritual and Eternal, are 
the b:tter Fruit and due Merit of Sin; bur Eternal Life, though it be due to Saints by 
promiſe, yet not by any deſert of theirs, it is the free gracious gift of God , he gave us 
a Saviour to redeem us, he gave us the Doctrine of the Goſpel ; Faith and Repentance 
are the gif:'s of God; and every Grace in us, 1s not only gratum faciens, but gratis da- 
ia, "_ vinch makes us acceptable, bur freely given us, rhrough Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord, 


And now, having gone through the Chapter, I think fir to re-capitulate a little, and 
make a few Reflections upon what hath been ſaid, and ſo come to the main Chapter. 

And now, that we have ſeen the Dottrine of Univerſal Holineſs ſo recommended unto . 
us by our very Profeſſion of being Chriſtians, that by our Baptiſm and neceſſary confor- 
mity ro Chriſt in his Death and Burial and Reſureftion , we are perfettly obliged to be- 
come «lead ro every Sin, and alive to every Holy Attion and Opportunity of bringing 
Glory to God 3; when we are cxhorred to reckon our ſelves dead unto Sin, and alive unto 
God; when we 2re charged, that Sin muſt nor reign in our mortal Body, end affured 
that ic ſhall rot for this very reaſon, becauſe we are not under the Law, but under Grace ; 
2nd at laſt cold in plain terms, that if ir be eyentually orherwiſe with us, that if we do 


obcy 
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ohey Sin, we are the Servants of Sin, and that unto Death ; beſides all the reſt that fol- 
lows, wherein we are particularly diretted not only how to imploy our Minds and Af. 
feftions, but every Member of our Bodies in the Service of God, being again and again 
ſaid to be taeuIrgwMy]es 2m3 hs duaglias x23 Serudty]is 75 Suancuyy, made Freemen 
from Sin, and entered wrirely into che Service of Righteouſri2s : If, I ſay, after all this, it 
may be truly (aid of the ſame perſons,that they are ſo!d under Sin,and carnal perſons; that 
they do (in a general way) things that they hate, 9 Slaves indeed do) and cannot 
do otherwiſe ; that chey cannot find the way, or obtain ſo much of themſelves, after all 


the change. of ſtate which they have paſt under, as to perform that which is good, 1 de- 
ſpair of underſtanding the meaning of any words that [ ſhall ever hereaf:er meer with. 
Bur yet I do nordoubr to make jt appear to any unprejudiced Reader, in explaining the 
next Chapter, that theſe Expreſſions are not ſpoken of the ſame Perſons that ace (poken 
to ja this fixth Chapter, which I here diſmiſs,

| | her ye not, Brethren, (for 1 ſpeak. to them that know the law ) how that the law hath d- Verie 1: 
minion over a man ſo long as he liveth ? or fo long as he liveth; that is, the Law liveth ; 
or, as Dr. Hammond ſaith, the Law of Man hath power or force as long as he li- 

veth. 

For the woman which hath an husbhand, is bound by the law to her husband, fo long as he li- Verſe 2: 
veth ; but if the hug5and be dead, ſhe is lojed from the law of her husband. 

So then if while her huchand liveth, ſh: be married to another man, ſhe ſhall be called an adul- Verſe 2: 
tereſs ; but if ber husband be dead, ſhe is free from that law, ſo that ſhe is no adultereſ#, though 
ſhe be married to another man. 

In theſe three Verſes you have the common Caſe ſtated berwixrt an Husband and Wife, 
to which the Apoſtle, by and by, by way of fimilirude, doth accommodate the State and 
and Caſe of every true converted Chriſtian ; the Wife is to keep herſelf intirely for her 
husband ſo long as he liverh, bur if her Kusband be dead, ſhe is free zo marry whom ſhe 

leaſeth. 
4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye alſo are become dead to the Iaw. That is, the Law is become 
dead to you by the Body of Chriſt : Se ſaith Dr. Zammond upon the place, (ar rhe firſt 
Verſe) iSwyd]w 2175 Trl voug, You are put ro death to the Law, muſt be interpreted as 
a figurative Speech, the Law is put todearh to you. 

The Soul of every Chriſtian 15 the Wife, the Law was her firſt Husband, Chriſt is the 
ſecond Husband. While the Law was alive, it had the power over the Soul as overa Wife ; 
bur the Law being pur to- death, that 15, in ts Contunatan Power, by the Suffering of 
Chriſt, and the Sausfa&tion that he made to it, by enduring the Penalty of it for every 
Believer, every Man is free from the Power of the Law, that chuſeth to betake himſelf to 
_ as an Husband, 'and to take him for his Lord and Saviour.. The Verſe at hrge j5 
thus : 

Wherefore, my brethren, ye alſo are become dead to the law by the body of Chrift, that ye ſhould Verſe $- 
be married to another, even to him who is raiſed from the dead, that we ſhould bring forth fruit 
untoGod, The Apoſtle would not ſay the Law 1s dead to you, for that had been an invi- 
dious Expreflion amongſt the Fews at Rome, to ſay that the Law was dead ; and there- 
fore he ſeems ro turn his Speech into a figurative Expreſſion, as I have noted above our 
of Dottor Hammond, and chuſeth rather to ſay, Ye are become dead to the Law by the 
Body of Chriſt crucified ; for elſe chere would have been no fimilitude 1n this Caſe, for 


the Matter to which the Apoſtle doth aflimulate the _ of every true Chriſtian, _—_ 
that 
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thar of a Wife, who was once bound to an Hu:band, but by the death of ker Hushand bes 
came free to hs marricd to another ; the word ye therefore anſwers re the Wife : there- 
fore when he fays, ye are dead to the Law, the meaning 15, the Law 1s dead to you ; for 
elſe he would not ſpeak of the death of the Husband, but of the death of the Wife: And 
accordingly the Apoſile conrinues the Allegory in the next tuo Verſes, 

For when we wore in the fl:oſh, the motions of fin which were by the law, did work in our mem- 
bers, to bring farth frut unto death. F 

But now we are delivcred from the law. Kalney nmuty me yeun. We are cancelled to 
the Law, ſignifieth, ſaith Dr. Zammond, the Law 1s cancelled ro us, that being dead 
whetcin we were held, that is, the Law (which was our firſt Husband) being dead where- 
in we were held, (or to which we were obliged, as a Wife toa Hasband, uring his life) 
that we fhould ſrve in newneſs cf ſpirit ; that 1s, according to a free, ingenious, Goſpel-Prin- 
ciple of Love, and nor in the oldneſs of the Lerter, that 1s, according to the ſeveriry and 
rigour of the Law, written in Tables of Stone, which was our old and firſt Husband. $9 
that in this Art.cp2doſis or Reddition which 15 here made by way of Similitude, to the Caſe 
of an Husband and Wife, I take it we have theſe ſeveral Propotitions clearly expreſſed os 
ſtrongly inferrible : 

1. The Law is a Man's firſt Husband. : 

2. The Law is every Man's Husband, that is, his Soul's Husband = he betake him» 
ſelf tro Chriſt by Faith, for there is no middle State, every Man is either uxder the Law, 
or under Grace, 

2. The Law is a rigid and ſevere Husband, & © u&/«y ou4Sz, Verſe 6, Wherein we 
were held, Gal. 3. 22, 24. Before Faith came, we were kept under the Law, av r4wy 
E2e5vesue Sy, The Law had fer a guard upon us; ſhut up unto the faith, which ſhould fier - 
wards be revealed ; ſhut up, as it were, 1n Priſon, in Salva Caftodia, Verſe 24. Wherefore 
the law was our ſchoolmaſter to bring us unto Chriſt , and a ſevere Schoolmafter, 

4+ That whilſt we are under the Law, and before we betake ourſelves to Chrift by 


Faith, we can do nothing but Sm. Verſe 5. For when we were in the fl:ſh, the motions of ſin 
which were by the law, did work in our members to bring forth fruit unto death. Whilſt we are 
under the Law we are in the Fleſh wholly carnal, and then the motions of Sin did work 
2nd nothing but they, and did bring forth Fruit unto Death. This is the Iflue of our Wed- 
lock, whilſt we ſinners have no other Husband but = the Law. 


5. That the Law was jn very good earneſt fince killed, as to the condemning power of 


it, for all Mankind by the Body of Chriſt crucified. ; 

6. Thatevery Man in the World, where the Goſpel is preached, 15 declared to be free 

- from the condemnation of the Law, upon condition, that he berake himſelf to Chriſt as an 

Husband, and a Lord. And this I take tobe the greateſt thing in the Goſpel. 

7+ Thar till a Man repent and believe this Goſpel, and be.joyned to the Lord Chriſt, as 
one Spirit with him, he can never bring forth fruit unto God. Verſe 4. Wherefore,my brethren, 
ye alſo are become dead to the law (or rather the Law 15 dead to you) by the boy of Chriſt, that 
»e ſhould be married to another, even to him that is raiſed from the dead, that we ſhould bring 
forth fruit unto God, This is the Fruit of the New Wedlock, and without this change of 
State, there can be no ſuch Fruit. . 

All theſe ſeverally I take to be included in the Apoſtle's Similitude ; and fo I ccme to the 
ſeventh Verſe, wherein the Apoſtle anſwers a terrible ObjeRion, which” ſeems to ariſe ra- 
tionally againſt what he had aid. ; 

What ſhall we ſay then ? is the law ſin ? God forbid. The Objettion riſes naturally thus : 
You have ſaid above, That when we were in the Fleſh, the Motions of Sin which were by 
the Law, did ſo work as to bring forth Fruit unto Death, and that we need' to be delt- 
vered from the Law, even by the death of it as an Husband, that ſo we may ſerve Ged 
with a new Spirit, and bring forth Fruit to God, Why whar a ſtrange kind of thing do 
you make the Law to be ? Quod efficit tale eft mags tale. Thar wh'ch is the cauſe of any 
thing and brings it forth into being, 1s much more ſuch a thing as that 1s, which 1s produ- 


.ced and cffefted by it. What ſhall we ay then? 1s the Law Sin or a ſinful thing, ” oe 
ire 


Rl 
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dire cauſe of Sin? This Queſtion or Objettion the Apoſt'e anſwers with an abhorrence, 
God forbid; and then gives a very ſubſtantial reaſon for it, Nay, I had not hnwn ſin, but by Verſe 9, 
the law : for I had not known lu8t, except the law had ſaid, Thou ſhalt nit covet. So that it is 
as much as if the Apoſtle had ſa'd, 'ris true, if this bringing forth Fruit unto Death, had 
been the natural and kindly EfteR of the Law as a Cauſe, it would be fo, it cou'd ro be 
freed from this aſperſion of being a very ſinful thing, nay. Sin itſelf in the abſtratt : If in- 
nocent Man and S Law meeting together, rhe nacural produtt of the Law ſhovid be Sin, 
the Law would indeed deſerve the name of finful, and of fin ; but it 15 not the univocal, 
natural, kindly Produtt of the Law npona Man, bur the accidental Effett of the Law upon 
a Sinner : But ſin taking oc:aſion by the commandment, wrought in me all manner of concupiſcence. 
The Law is fo far from deſerving the name of fin or finful, faith the Apoſt'e, that I had 
mot bnown fin, but by the law : for I had not known luft, except the law had ſaid, Thou ſhalt not 
covet. The natural Effect of che Law 1s firſt to forbid Sin, and. ro command all that is ho- 
ly, juſt and good ; and, in the next place, ro diſcover Sin, to convince and condemn the 
ſinner ; which is quite contrary to the promoting, encouraging and producing Sin, 

Well then, having removed Sin far enough away from being the narural Effet of 
the Law, he comes to ſhew how the Law did occafienally and accidentally produce 
Sin. 

But ſin taking occaſion by the commandment, wrought in me all manner of concupiſcence, for y.,@ 5 
without the law ſin was dead, or 15 dead ; there is neither of them no Verb ſubſtantive in —__ 
che Original. 

And here think ir a very fit occaſion to ſer forth this Myſtery, How the Law, through 
the corruption of our Nature, 1s accidentally a great provyoker to and ſtirrer up of $in, 
which I expreſs thus : 

When any Man goes on 1n his natural Courſe, and lives the common Life of Men in his 
worldly Occaſions and worldly Delights, he may go on very ſmoothly, and be all alive (/ 
was alive without the law »nce ) and well pleaſed with his Condition, eſpecially if the World 
ſmiles upon him, before he begins to chink of another Life, and another Wor!d, and a Day 
of Judgment, when he ſhall be called ro account for all the Irregularines, and for all his 
Talents of Parts and Strength and Wealth and Opportunities of Glorifying God in the 
World. But when he begins ſeriouſly to think and confider, that he is a finner; that he 
is under a Law to God in every thing that he doth and ſpeaks and thinks ; that he muſt 
give an Account for every thing that he enjoys, or hath the uſe of; and begins to be ſen- 
ſible, that he is guilty of many Sins, by way of omiſſion and commiſſion ; and that eyery 
Sin deſerves Hell, lays him under Wrath and an Eternal Curſe, then here comes the Law 
in its Convictions, chargeth him with Guilt in one Attion and znctker, and, above all, 
with a Corrupt Nature, that is the Scource and Fountain of every Irregularity and Tranſ- 
greſſion, and bids him cbſerve well and do all things that are written and. recorded as 
his Duty 3 and tells him he 1s damn'd if he do not; and tells him he is under a Sentence 
of Condemnation for every Sin he hath committed ; for this is the proper Office of the 
Law to every ſinner; for it is not to be avoided, but that it ſhould be the Duty of every 
rational Creature, Man or Angel, to do his Creator's Will, and to avoid the doing of every 
thing that is contrary thereunto, and when he hath oFended he falls under his Maker's 
diſpleaſure : But this Men do nor think upon, till Conſcience begins to work. And this I 
take to be the Law's coming to a Man. When the commandment came, faith the Apoſtle, yer 
Verſe g. ſin revived and I died, I was alive without the law once, but when=s Firſt, a Man _ 
finds himſelf, loſt, undone, condemned, and the Law, (ſtriatly as a Law) having no Par- 
don, nor Mercy, nor Hope in it, for a poor ſinner, occaſions all his Luſts, tor which it con- 

emns him to riſe up-in rebellion againſt chat Law which only forbids and condemns Sin, 
bur ſhews no way to get from urder the guilt or power of it. A Coward, they (ay, 
when made deſperate, grows many times very valiant. And this is all the way I can con- 
ceive of, how that the Law, that 1s holy, and juſt and good, can work in a Man all man- 
ner of Concupiſcence. It firſt diſcovers theſe to be 1n the Soul, condemns the Scul for 
them, makes him deſperare under the Conviction, and by cccafion enrageth Luſt ; and 
IN- 
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indeed the word dgoeun, dprewny If AaCzon 5 dpagſia dia This wonns; T fay, the * 
word £22044), tranſated ccafton, ſignifies impetus, Of aggreſſio, & materia, occaſiv, opportunitas, 
and 4200, ſignifies proficiſcor cum impeta quodam, an 1mperuous, violent Attempt, which 
is here made by a ſinner, upon occafion of the Conviction which the Law (as doing its pro- 
per Office} works upon the Conſcience. So that you ſee how the Law, as an Husband, 
certainly producerh $in ina finful Man,..nort direfily, but accidentally it works all manner 
of Concupiſcence, «2J«gz our oy £40} mimzy emIvwiny, 1 doth 1t effetually, though 
accidentally and occaſionally, for without the Law, faith the Apoſtle, Sin is dead, but the 
Law quickens it not only in jts appearing Guilt, bur in its filthy Life-vigour and |'redomi- 
nancy. I was alive without the Law once, but as ſoon asever the Law came, Sin revived, 
and I died, I was nor only dead in Law, butalive in Sin. Then 1t follows, Verſe 10. 0 

And the commandment which was ordained to life, I found to be unto death. The words are 
in the Greek thus : Ke} e421 wor 1 ſort y &s Coolly dv]h} &s Stvaſoy, And the Com- 
mandment unto Life, the ſame was found to me, or by me, to death. The Holy Law of 
God, which was our Natural Husband inan Eſtate of Innocency, and would have condu&- 
ed us in all good ways, to the pleafing of God, and perhaps after ſome time of probation, 
{which the good Angels had) would have fixed us in a ftate of Eternal Life and Bleſſed- 

"neſs, as they are now fixed, without any need of pardon. This Commandment, which 
in the Ordination of God was intended unto Life, and could be intended by him to no 
other purpoſe z (and therefore our Tranſlators add theſe word3, was ordained, in a ſmaller 
Charatter) this Commandment ordained unto Life, I found to be unto Death z that Law 
which would have ſaved innocent Adam, killed me a ſinful Son of Adam. It killed me two 

| ſeveral ways, it diſcoyered me- to be under a Sentence of Death already, and it enraged 

my Luſts and wrought in me all manner of Concupiſcence : and now every Luſt enliven- 

ed was a new Death, ſo that the Law killed me a thouſand times over. Verſe 11. The A- 

| oltle repeating much the ſame words that he had ſpoken in Verſe 8. as 'tis his uſual courſe 

in all his Argumentations to inculcate, For ſin taking occaſion by tw commandment, deceived 
me, and by it ſlew me. | 

Whar greater deceit could there poſſibly be put upon a Man, than to bring Death upon 
him by that which was profeſſedly, by the great God of Heaven, ordained to be put unto 
Life? What greater deccit, than to make a Man a thouſand times more a ſinner than ever 
he would have been elſe, by that which is holy, juſt and good, and the very tranſcript of 
the Holineſs of God? And yer this cheat Sin puts upon every Man by the Law; when a 
Man ſtruggles with the Law alone, being under conviction oflin from it, it muſt needs be 
a killing deceit that Sin puts upon a Maa in ſuch. a caſe, and the Law deſervedly called a . 
Killing Letter, and a Miniſtration of Death and Condemnation, 2 Cor. 3. 6, 7, 9. 

Wherefore the Law is holy, and the commandment holy, and juft and good ; Was that then which 
is good, made death to me? God forbid. See here the accuteneſs of the Apoſtle Paul, and 
his great curioſity and niceneſs and ſubtilty in diſtinguiſhing (If I may ſo expreſs my ſelf 

* concerning an Author, which I acknowledge withall ſincerity to be divinely inſpired). Bur 
yet there 15 ſo much of the Man appears (1nnocently) in his Writings, as it may be tru- 
ly aid, his Writings do redolere, or ſapere enium ſcribents. And perhaps it may be ſaid (6 
of divers of the Peamen of Holy Writ: Jſai4h the Courtier, Amos the Herdſman, and Da- 
niel the Stateſman, 75. wichourt any diſhonour offered to the Divine Spirit that yet held 
the Pen of the Amanvenſes; I ſay, obſerve here our Dottor, ſubtilis, in his diſtinguiſhing : 
He had ſaid Verſe 10. The rommandment which was (ordained) to life, 1 found to be unto death. 
Now here, Verſe 13. he utterly avoids, with a ww 34y9//o, that that which was good (thar 
1, withour all doubt, the ſame Commandment which he fays, Verſe 12. was holy and juſt.

»id, thar they ſhould be the ſame, Therefore we had need you ſce to be very curious in 
obſerving the words of Scripture... But the meaning of the diſtintion, or that which the 
Apoſtle dei'gns ro afſert, and what to avoid, I rake to be this : The Law was, by the per- 
vcrſneſs of our finful Nature, (abuſing an Holy Law) an occaſion. of Death : But the 
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Santification by Faith Uindicated. 


Apeſile abhors to ſay 3 that thar good law is, or was death, *rwas &s Iwva)oy, /but not Su 
v4 & fvein, but not 4yoyz,'twas found to be ſo ineventby accident, but was fot ſo in itlelf, 
for T429ys is a Verb Subſtantive, and not a Verb Paſſive ; the Verh Subſtantive predicates 
in eſſe, the Verb Paſſive in fi*7j ab extra, So much for the niceneſs of the Diſtinttion. Ler us 
now go on with che 13th Verſe, which will further conficm what I have written : 

Was it death to 
me ? God firbid. Bit (in, that it might appcar fon, working death in me by that which is e020, 
became, or was made death tone. This ugly thing called Sin, was made, or became death. 
The good Law was not made death to me, But ſin, that it might appear ſin working death 
in me-by that which is good, That ſin by the commandment might become out of meaſure ſinful. 
Here in this Verſe the Apoſtle ſhews his great Subrilty and Acuteneſs again ; yea, in my 
mind a Poetical ſtrain of fancy. carrying on a Proſopypeia, by which he gives Sin (which 
we all know) in the true Philotophical account of ir, is nothing but a diforderly Aftion, or 
omiſſion of a Oury, or an irregular Aﬀettion, ) yer, I ſay, he gives Sin a perſon, as if 
ie were a ſubtle miſchievous contriving thirg ; for ſo the words run : It was not the good. 
Law that was made death, but Sin vas mad- death, or became death : Sin, I fay, that ir 
might appear Sin; that 1s, that it might appear to.be v hat it was, that it might indeed look 
like it ſelf, a moſt miſchievous thing indeed, How dorh that appear ? Why, it works 
death in me by that which 1s god. To bring good out of evil is the work of God, but to 
bring evil, and the greateſt evil out of r'« greatef} good, 1s the work of the Devil, or ra- 
ther the work of Sin, that miſchi-vous thus that arſt made Devils, and then made Hell.

Apoſtle affirmed by Nature, ro do the things contained in the Law ; no doubt, by ſome 
ſpecial afliſtances of che Spirit keeping them from theſe miſchievous (though accidenral) 
effctts of the Law, whereby ir is ſaid in this Chapter to enrage Luſt. 

For that which I do, IT allow not : for what 1 would, that do T not ; but what [ hate, that 
I ds, A goodly deſcription of the Apoſtle Paul, who ſays, Happy 15 thar man which 
condemneth not himſelf in the thing which he allowerh, and as it might be ſaid in 
the thing which he alloweth not. 1 know it is ſpoken in another caſe, v7. 1n the mat- 
ter of indifferent things , making an ill uſe of his liverty, Rom. 1 4. 29+ Bur how unhap- 

py was- St. Paul himſelf then in this ſeventh of Romans, that did not only what he al- 
lowed nor, hut whathe hated ? and could not do what he did allow? and highly approve ? 
but the quite contrary ? He certainly did not only condemn himſelf, but was worthy ro 
be condemned by all that obſerved ir, and heard or read him, ro make ſuch a Deicription 
of himſelf. Bur, ro ſpeak more clioicly to the words, this is a plain Deſcription of a Man, 
if not maliciouſly wicked, yet at leaſt impotently fo, and the very Charatter which Me- 
dea the Wirch gives of herſelf in the Poet, Video meliora probogz deteriora ſequoy. 1 ſee better 
things and approve of them, bur I follow worſe things. Dolus an Virtus qui in hoſte requirat. 
What odds 15 there if an Enemy docs us a miſchief by Stratagem, or by Valour ? So what 
odds is it whether a Man does wickedneſs of choice, or becauſe he cannot well or eafily 
help it, whilſt the Devil hiniſelf cannot force us to fin ? of whatſoever a Man 1s overcome, 
of the ſame is he brought under bondage, 2 Pet. 2. 19, If a Man does the thing that is 
wicked frequently, and omits the good thar he ſhould do frequently and uſually, let him 
pretend neceſſity, or thar he could not help it, or indeed let him ſay what he will in his 
cxcuſe, if he doth xeJeexul: Sat mpor]ty mug, all the words that can be uſed to ex- 
pres the doing of a thing, and declares he can do no otherwiſe, but omit good, and do 
that which isevil, he is a ſinner, a carnal perſon, a flethly perſon, or (what can be more 
expreſlive? ) ſold under fin. : 

If then I dv that which'T would nit, I conſent unto the Iaw. And what if he do conſent unto 
the Law, that it is good ? Will this make amends for the conſtant breach of it? Is jr nor 
an high aggravation of ſuch a one's wickedneſs ? 

Now then, it is n1 more I that do it, but fin that dwelleth in me, Tf this ſhould be ſpoken 
as an Excule for the Sin committed, that ir is not the Sinner's Attion, but Sin's Aion, 
it would be the moſt abſurd Excuſe that ever was offered; For what is Sin in any Man ? 
is it a Perſon, or Agent, or rather a vicious Quality of the Perſon? The latter no doubt. 
See if any one will be content with this Excuſe in a matter of Thefr, or Slander, or 
Wounds; to ſay, 'Tis not I that ſtole, but my thieviſh Temper 3 'ris not I that ſtruck you, 
but my angry Paſſion; 'rwas nor I that railed at you, or (poke evil falſly of you, but my in- 
remperateand malicious Tongue z thisis a Tale to tell a Child, bur nor to be believed by a 

Man, or admitred for an Excuſe in a Court of Juſtice, It1s thy angry Perſon that ſtrikes ; 
ris thy luſtful Heart that commurs lewenefs ; *ris thy coverous Heart that ſteais and de- 
frauds z *ris thy prophane Heart that blaſphemes-: It will be 1mpured to thy whole Man, 
what thou doſt with thy Hand or Tongue, or any Member of thy Body; Sin will not be 
called to account as a Perſon, but the Perſon for the Sin. And therefore, ro make a little 
ſence of the Excuſe here, ir can only be this, That a Man under conviction of Sin may ſay 
indeed, that he doth not fin with all his heart 3 that he hath a Conſcjence within him that 
checks him in and for what he doth. Bur yet if Conſcience cannor reſtrain him from dojnz 


evil, nor command him to ds the good rhat he ſhould, thar renirency of Conſcience wil! 


not excuſe him before God, but he ſhall be condemned as a Crimanal at laſt for a!l his 
Commiſſions and Omiſhons, if he doth nor get beyond this ſtate of Convittion ro a ſtare of 


" Converfion ; ard the renicency and reluttancy of his Conſcience will be ſo far from ex- 


cuſing him, tharic will be the higheſt aggravation rowards his condemnarion. 
For I know, that in me, (that , in my fleſh_) dwelleth m good thing. Here is another poor 
Excuſe, that rke Man under legal convictions, and nor Sr. Paul converted, makes uſe of 
ro quiet his Conſcience, or to plead for him with the World, whilſt he lives 1n the pra- 
ttice of Sin, and in the omiſlion of his Duty : 'T know, that in me, (thas is, in my fleſh_) ”_

Ih no good thing : T am fleſhly, and in the fleſh, and alas in my fleſh r:zeredwelleth no good 
thing, and how gan I do otherwiſe than fin? the Fleſh and che Body is not properly the 
ſeat of Religion, though after a Man 15 regenerate it 15 infſuerced by religious Principles, 
and brought into good order, and into the ſervice of the Spirit, as I ſhall have occaſion to 
ſhew in rhe Expoſition of the next Chapeer, bur in a ſtate of unrege:eracy, (which I 
take to be the fare of che Man in this Chapter) it runs a Man headlong inco all impiety 
and wickedneſs , for it has nor on 1ts Bridle. And according|!y he confelles further inthe 
end of the Verſe, For to will « proſent with me, but ts perform that which is good I find mit. Verſe 19, 
To will « preſent with me ;, this will can only be accounted a Velletry, as the Schools ſpeak, 
a wiſhing and a woulding ; he would fain do this good, and avoid that evil, but is per- 
fettly impotent, as to the matter of prattice 3 and what is this will good for, which can 
bring nothing to effect ? CVE 

For the god that I would, I do not, but the evil which T would not, that do 7. Now if I ds Ver.19,22. 
that 1 would not, it is no more I that do it, but ſin that dwelleth in mz. This is no more than 
what was ſaid before, and "tis an uſual way with the Apoſtle to repear, to keep things 
freſh in memory that had been diſcourſed, and an illuftration of whar had been ſaid in the 
18th Verſe. 

I find then a law, that when 7 would do good, evil is preſent with me. Now the Apoſtle Yerſe $5. 

- comes to ſum up the Evidence, and to pur the Matter to an iſſue. And the ſum of the 
Evidence is this : I find then a Law. The Man that was in the fleſh, Verſe 5: and under 
the Law's conviftions, Verſe g. deceived and lain, Verſe 11. under the workings of all 
manner of Concupiſcence, Verſe 8. he finds himſelf not only under the Law of God in a 
way of Convittion and Condemnation, but under a Law of Sin: I find then a law, that 
when I would do good, evil s preſent with me. 

For I delight in the law of God, after the inward man, but I ſee another law in my members. Ver.22,73 
The inward Man was his Conſcience, which had ſome kind of complacency in the Law of | 
God, as a juſt and an holy thing. For God keeps that Hold or Garriſon in every Man's 
Breaſt, that is nor quite profligate and.paſt all ſence of good and evil, which yer is very 
hard for any Man perfettly to attain unto, much leſs for the Man in this Chaprer, whom 
all Inteprerers will allow to be under ſtrong, ſore, and quick Convittions from the Law of 
God : Bur to what purpoſe was this ſmall delight in the Law of God, which had no in- 
fluence upon Praftice,or the mortificarion of his Fleſh ? for he plainly acknowledges, that : 
he ſaw another Law in his Members, warring againſt the Law of his Mind : The Law of Vert 2;, 
his Mind was a Rule in his Conſcience, that he ought to do all good, and to.avoid and 
eſchew all evil. Burt the Queſtion is, Wlach Law prevails? Why he tells us plainly, and 
why ſhould we nor believe him ? And bringing me int» captivity to the law of fin, which is in 
my members. The two Laws indeed did both war, but the Law of Sim was the conqueror : 

And of whom a man is overcome, of the ſame is he brought under bondage, s Pets 2. 19. And 
then, being captivated, no wonder he crys out in the 24th Verſe, 0 wretched man that I Verſe > 4s 
am, who ſhall deliver me from the body of this death ? or this Body of Death. Now when 
the Law hath perfettly left him for dead, (in a ſpiritual ſence) a condemned Wretch ſtrug- 
ling for life by the help of the Holy Law, which yet could afford him no comfort nor help, 
here we muſt 1magine (as I concelve) that God, in wonderful Mercy, made a diſcovery of 
Chriſt and Grzce to him ; the Law was his School-maſter to bring him to Chriſt. Now 
Chriſt is precious to him (as the only Saviour) that was before utterly loſt and undone 
In himſe!!, and as to all hopes from the Law, 

Now, I ſuppoſe, this Verſe is that which hath miſled all thoſe Interpreters and good 
Chriſtians that miſtook this Chapter, as if St. Paul had ſpoken ir of himſelf afrer conver- 
ton, The Expreſſion indeed 1s admirable, and truly Evangelical; bur I take it (as I 
laid before) as a new diſcovery made to him under his Bondage and Caprivity under 
Sin, by which he might attain unto true deliverance from the guilt and power of Sin. 

7 thank God, through Feſus ChriSt our Lord, Not a word of Chriſt beHre 1n all this ſtruggle Verſe 25. 
and azony, wherein the perſonation 15 made of one under Convictions and Condemna- 
1100s and Irritarions unto Sin (accidenrally) from the Lav till the Man is utterly undone

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I than God through Feſirs Chriſt cur Lord. So then, with my mind 7 my ſelf ſerve the law of. 
G-d, but with my fle the law of ſin. This I take to be added 1n the ciole of this Chapter 
as the ſumma totals, or the Epicome of all the foregoing Diſcourſe, But yer even in it 
though there is one little word added (&v]d5) £20 aulos, I my ſelf, (becauſe the Mind is 
indcei more principa'ly a Man's ſelf, than his Fleth or Body 15) yer it 15 to me very infig-. 
nificant to prove what Men would have; for as long as the Law of the Members prevails 
againſt the Law of the Mind, and brings the Man into caprivity to the Law of Sin, What 
js that Service of God with his Mind worth? *Tis the predominant Party in the Man that 
denominares him ſpiritual or carr:al, and 1ndeed he allows the Denomination (qe ſumi- 
tr a Majri_) inthe fourteenth Verle, Iam carnal, and I um a perſon ſold under ſins 


And fo 1 diſmiſs the ſeventh Chaprer, and haſten out of this cold ſhivering Water, as I 
called ir above, into the othex- hot Bath of the eighth Chaprer, which will more evident- 
ly and demonſtratively clear the ſence and :mportance of the ſeventh, and was given us, . 
as I ſaid above, as another ſurety for the ſeventh, thar the ſeeming 1! ſence of that mighc 
have noevil intluence upon us, nor give any diſparagement to our noble Goſpel-Religion, 
But 1 ſhall take along with me, as Ariadnes thread, that Expreſſion which was pur into the 
dying and otherwiſe deſpairing Man's. mouth, in the 24th Verſe of the ſevench Chapter, 
when he had ſaid gaſpingly, O miſerable man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from this body of 
death ? I thank God thraugh Jeſs Chrift our Lord, And from that Expreſſion I take my rilc- 
ro begin to explain the firſt Verſe of the eighth Chapter.

ROMANS, Chap. VIII. 


8 Norms is therefore now no condemnation to them which are in Chriſt Jeſus. - Now I ſee by 
this laſt diſcovery made to me, when I was even giving up all for loſt, that to avoid 
condemnation, which the Law. inflifted, and could not otherwiſe chuſe but thunder out 
againſt a ſinner, we muſt all betake ourſelves to Chriſt; ſo the Illative therefore may well 
convert this eighth Chapter with that Expreſſion in Verſe 25. of the foregoing Chapter. 
Therefore if you will flee from condemnation, you muſt flee ro Chriſt, for there is no 
condemnation to them thar are in Chriſt Jeſus, Why who are they that are in Chriſt Je- 
ſus ? It follows, who walk not after the fleſh, but after the ſpirit. Ay, they are the Men in- 
deed, and.none but they free from condemnation. The Man in the ſeventh Chapter was 
one 1495 carnal, <y og in the fleſh, Verſe 5. and therefore was followed with condemna- 
tion; but they that are in Chriſt Jeſus, walk after the Spirit, their ſtate is altered, and 
therefore no wonder they are freed from their Deſperations. Burt the ſecond Verſe makes 
all clear. 

For the law of the ſpirit of life in Chriſt Jeſus, hath made me free from the law of ſin and death. 
Thereare ſeveral things very obſervable in this Verſe : 

1. Here 1s the perſonation continued in the firſt perſon, T, and me, hath ſet me free ; 
as-much-as to ſay, I, that before was a captive to Sin under the Law of Sin and Death, am 
ſet free. 

2- Here is a Guite different Law, neyer before mentioned, viz. The Law of the Spirit of 
Life-in Chriſt Feſus. 

' 3+ The Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus, ſers the perſon free that was captive 
under the Law of Sin and Death; Now let ir be allowed, (Diſputandi Cauſa ) that the 
word or perſon (1) all along the ſeventh, Chapter was St. Paul, yer ſure they will nor 
deny that (me,) which is bur the Accuſative Caſe of I, is St. Paul alſo, Let all then de- 
pFad ugon this word ; And then it will plainly appear, that Ego, non ſum Ego, The I in 


the. - 
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the ſeventh Chapter, though ſpoken of the ſame perſon, is not ſpoken cf the ſame perſon 
in the ſame ſtate here. In the ſeyenth Chapter he is led into Captivity to the Luv of Sin 
and Death. In this Chapter the Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus hath ſer him 
free from the Law of Sin and Death. Therefore the Man in the ſeventh Chaprer, thar 
was led into caprivity to the Law of Sin, Verie 23. needed the Goſpel (which is here 
called the Law of che Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus) to ſer him ar liverty from this Law of 
Sin. Therefore he was before only a miſcrable Man under the convittions and condemna- 
tions of the Law, and nor converted, which was the thing to be prove1. Bur yer the 
Apoſtle goes on, and gives a more full account of this matter, which leaves the thing 
without all prerence of doubt, as I conceive, Ver. 3, 4. 

For what the law could not dv, in that it was weak through the fleſh, God ſending his own Son 
in the likeneſs of ſinful fleſh (:+7inaz, did) i.e. and for ſin condemned ſin in the fleſh. The Ex- 
plication of this Verſe alone clears the whole matter, as I judge: T3 3d &dVralov 7% vous

nor do? Why, to juſtifie or ſantifie a ſinner. How came it impoſſible to the Law, ro 
effe& either of theſe ? Why, not from any weakneſs in itſelf; it would hare juſtified in- 
nocent Man with good authority. But it cannot juſtifie a finner, that is impoſſible, for 
then the Law of God would ceaſe ro be holy ; it would have ſanftified innocent Man, 
that is, have led him on from one kind of holy ation to another, and made him conver- 
fant jn, and =_y at doing the whole Will of God. Bur when it meets with a ſinner, 
through the fin which reigns in his fleſh, ir not only condemns him, bur irritates and pro- 
vokes Luſt, till Sin by the Commandment appear in its colours, appear Sin, and become 
out of meaſure ſinful, as we have at large diſcourſed this matrer in the foregoing Chapter. 
. This argues no weakneſs in the Law, that it cannot juſtifie or ſanttifie a ſinner; for ir 13 
weak only through the fleſh. So thar any Man that doth not berake himſelf to Chriſt and 
the Goſpel, bur is only under Convictions from the Law, muſt needs be in ſuch a condition 
as the ſeventh Chapter deſcribes. But now God, in infinite Mercy, (fnce the Law, under 
which Man wa$created, was ntterly diſabled from juſtifying, much more from ſan{tifying 
fallen Man) ſent his own Son inthe likeneſs of finful flefh ; and by fo ſending hign, did char 
for us which the Law could not do; and for fin, or as it is in the Margin, by a Sin-of+ 
fering condemned {hn in the fleſh, that is, cxpiared our ſms, and ſhewed us a way, how we 
might effetually ſubdue our luſts ; or to give you the Paraphraſe of the Verſe in Dr. Ham- 
mond's own words they are theſe : 

« For when through the tleſhly defires of Men carrying them hcadlong intoall Sin, is 
« deſpight of the Prohibitions of the Law, Chap, 9. 14. the Law of Moſes was by this 
« means weak, ard unable to reform and amend Mens Lives, then moſt ſeaſonably God 
« ſent his own Son in the likeneſs of ſinful fleſh,thar is,in a mortal body,which was like ſin- 
« ful fleſh, (and differed nothing from it, ſave only in innocence) and that on purpoſe 
& that he might be a Sacrifice for $Sinz- and by laying our Sins on him, ſhewed a great 
« Example of his Wrath againſt all carnal Sins, by puniſhing Sin in his fleſh, that ſo Mew 
6 _ be perſwaded by Love, or wrought on by Terrors, to forſake their ſinful Cour- 
« fes, 

By this means Sin itſclf is condemned in our fieſh, that is, deſtroyed as to its guilr and 
power, which before by rhe Law had condemned us.

It carries uson through rhe heavieſt Sufferings, 
and reacherh us not only to call them, bur account them light ; it reacherh us to live by Fatth 
and Hope ; it teacherh us, laftly, fully ro acquieſc* in the holy Will,good Will and Favour 
of Ged, as unconquerable and invulnerable, and makes us ro tryumph 1n God, and in our 
Lord Jeſus, 2s inſeparable from his Love by all thar can befal us here; and fo makes us 
the glory of Chriſt here, by bearing and doing all for him, which muſt needs end in being 
glorified with him in the Heavens.

For they that are after the fleſh, do mind the things of the fleſh 5 but they that are after the ſpi- 
rit, the things of the ſpirir. The Apoſtle having (as I have above declared) ſetled the Do- 
@rin of Juſtification by Faith, and ended the Diſcourſe in tryumph ar the end of the fifth 
Chapter, and proceeded in the fixth Chapter to ſhew art large how Haline's and Santtifica- 
tion allo nece/ari'y and cfietually follows, upon the hearty embracing the Dottrine of the 
Go'pel (thereby they are baprized into the. Death of Chriſt, and profeſs themſelves dead 
ro Sin, and arc acua!ly ſet free from Sin, and become the Servants of Righreouſneſs, and 
yield themſelves unto God, and their Members Inſtruments of Righteouſneſs unto God, 
Ver. 13, 14+ and have their Fruit unto Holineſs, Verſe 22.) He (as 1n a Parenthefis ) 
in the ſeventh Chapter, gives you a Parable of a Man endeavouring to be holy by 
the Law, bur is utterly defeated of his deſign, and inftead of attaining Holineſs there- 
by , loſerh all his comfort ad hope, and 1s plung'd into a far worſe condition (as ro 
Holine(s) than he was in bef 're 3 and being brought uno a ſtate of deſperation thereby, 
berakes himſelf ro Chriſt ; then, in the very nick of rime revealed to him, and by beraking 
himſelf ro Chriſt, 1s ſer at liberty from Condemnation and Deſperation, and alſo from the 
Law of Sin and Death, which he acknowledged himſelf before to be led into captivity 
unto aſter a ficrce Barrel, berwixt the Law of the Members, and the Law of the Mind, and 
ſo finds by bleſſed experience, that he is one of them in whem the Righteouſneſs of the Law 
is now fulfilled , which Righteouſneſs (by the Law) could never have been effefted, ac- 
compliſhed and fulfilled. The Righteouſneſs: of the Law can never be fulfilled 1n any 
mortal Man, but by the Grace of the Goſpel received ; that 15, a Man can'never become 
holy but by Faith. A#s 15. g. Purifying their Hearis by Faith. Gal. 5. 6. 6. 15. Faith 
working by Love, to the keeping rhe Commandments of God, is the new Creature. Com- 
pare thoſe two places in Gal. Such Men as have tlus Faith, they walk not after the Fleſh 
any longer, bur after the Spirir.

they favour and reliſh, a:d give their mind ro nothing, bur + fleſhly

There are 
two Spirits ſpoken of in one Verſe; rhe Spirit 1Celf, that 1s, the Spirit of God, b-areth wit- 
nefs with our Svirirs, that is with our Conſcicnces, (being ealightned by rhe' Spirit of God, 
and renew: d tr: 37, and reſtored t9 its empire over the Flcth, by which rcnovation we 
are made the Children of God) that we are theChildren of God. Ficſt, we muft be the 
Children of God, and then the Spirit of God can and will bear wirneſs to this Truth, 
that © ir 15 3 unlcis our Conſcitences can bear this Teſtimony, che Spirit will not, cannor 
bcar ſuch a Teſtimony, becauſe it 15 a Spirit of Truth.

Courage in the midſt of all ſorts of ſuffering for Chriſt, and that upon this account, 
namely, the inconceiveable Glory which he is ro receive, which will be fo great when it 
comes, thar the whole groaning World waits with earneſt expettation to ſee the bleſſed 
Time, when the Saints ſhall receive this Glory, and wht Comfort ſhould the Saints them- 
ſelves then take in the Expettation of it, and what Patience ſhould they excerciſe inche 
mean time. | 

For the earneft expetation of the creature, waiteth for the manifeſtation of the ſons of God ; 
this with the 20, 21, 22, I ſhall not meddle with as containing no doubt a great Myſtery, 
which gocd and learned Men are divided about, and which I-confeſs I do nor underſtand ; 
but thus much is evident, that there is a wonderfull Glory to come for the Saints, and that 
this life is a ſuffering life, but ſo ordered for- the Sainrs, that they have grear cauſe of 
Patience, nzy, Joy and Glorying in all their Tribulations, ſeeing the whole ſuffering and 
groaning World 1s contented under their {ufferings, meerly with the ExpeCation they 

have, and Participation that they ſhall have of the Saints Glory; for it 1s ſaid Verſe 21,

For it is certainly anefſential part of the news Creature, to have ar times, ff not frequently, . ©” 
a defire ro be diflolved, that they may be with Chritt ; for ſeeing God hath made that their 

happineſs, and they have made 1t their own choice ; when they a& like themſelves, *they 

muſt nceds, with St. Paul, have a deſire to be. diiſolved, and to be'with Chriſt : and the 

only reaſon of a Saint's deſiring to live here, ſhould be, that he may glorifie God ; tor by 

Faith he hath made a diſcovery of a far better ſtate than thar of this Life can be : ard this 

he muſt needs defire far more than to hve here, or he is abſurd. 

For we are ſaved by hope. All the ſalvation that we have here, (excepting the Firſt-fruits, Verſe 24

oght : but the ſpirit it ſelf maketh interceſſion for us with groanings, which canmt be uttered, 

And he that ſearcheth the heart, bnoweth what is the mind of the ſpirit, becauſe he mabeth Verſe 27> 
interceſſion for the ſaints, according ro the will of Gd, This I take to be a fifth Priviledge of

pray for, ſo the Holy G'1oft 15 the great Guide and Leader of every Sainrc in his private and 
fecrer Prayer, atleaſt (nor to mention others) in ſhewing them what they are co pray 
for. There are many rare things in Pole's Quotations, which are to9 long tobe here in- 
ſer:cd and tranſlared : I fhall add a few; more, and then tranſlate them, hecauſe this is an 
imporiant Wattcr, * They are called Groans winch cannot be uttered, for teveral re:ſons ;

buted to the firſt meving Cauſe, T'!r. They are called Groanings, which cannot be 
uttered for ſeveral Reaſons : Oue, Becauſe the Spirit doth often Inſpire into us thoſe De- 
ſires and Petitions which neither were thought on before, nor were any way obvious, or 
at hand for us to think upon 3 neither do we know whence they come, and whither they 
tend, Tolet, But for this laſt Paſſage, I muſt needs ſay, I know not with what Authority 
or Allowance we can utter ſuch Paſſages in Prayer, as we know not whither they tend, un- 
leſs we ſhould aR purely as inſpired, and know that we are inſpired. I am much taken 
with that Heathen Sentence, Nullam numen ab: ft fit prutentia; I kno» not that we may act 
inany thing towards Man, much leſs in our Addreſſes to God, bevond what w. underſtand, 
Once more thoſe Groanings are unutterable to us, not to God ; Go! knoweth whither 
the heart is carried, being moved by the Holy Ghoſt, what the Spirit intends or means and 
aſks by us, Tolet, The Spirit intercedes, aſks, prays, viz. by the Saints v. Hoare his Inſtcu- 
ments, whoſe hearts he moves, excites, and governs: God knows what the Spirit mcans, 
viz. to dire the Prayers of the Saints accordins to God, by ſuggeſtino® t» then thoſe 
things to be prayed for, which may ſerve for the glory +f God, Grothus in Pole's Syn; 

I have inſiſted the larger upon this Text and Matrer, becauſe I find a ftrange Irrerpre- 
tation of the words in a Learned and Reverend Authour; whercin, he carries all this Afli- 
ſtance in Progerye the © Spirit of Chriſt's interceding and praying for us, at the Righe 
« Hand of his Father, where he always makes Inrercefion for-us: So that when we Pray, 
&* but know nor ourſelves what 15 beſt, nor conſequently what we ought to pray for, particu- 
« larly, Health, Wealth, or Honour 3 then Chriſt joyns his helping Hand to ours, joyns 
* his All-wiſe and Divine Prayers (for that which he knows we moſt want) to our Prayers, 
«* and ſo helps to relieve us in all our Diſtreſſes. And he that ſearch:th th? h2arts, &c. 
« Paraphraſe, and then God that knoweth our wants, exattly underſtands al'o ric defire and 
6 intention of the Spirit of Chriſt. This Interpretation you ſee is courrery > 7112 cur- 
rent of Expoſitors both Pop#h and Proteſtant, Grotii and Bezs, and turn: thetc rwo V-rſes 
which carry ſd much matter of Supportand Conſolarion in them, only upon the interce:!12n 
of Chriſt in Heaven, which indeed is a moſt Comfartable Arcicle of our Faich : bur why 
ſhould we be robb'd and deſpoiled of the Comfort of the Advecate on Earth,which our Lord 
hath ſent us to ſupply his abſence from us, by making Interceſſion within us, as he doth 
without us moſt eft-Qually ar his Father's Right Hand ? 1 meer with one that {ays upon this 
Paraphraſe theſe words: ** Thoſe that ſay that by the ſpirit that helpeth our infirmities 
'« Ver. 26. is meant Chriſt by his Spiric praying for us in Heaven, can neucher make 1t agree 
«* withthe Context, 'nor prove that the Spirit groaneth in Heaven, } or 15 called our Inter- 
* ceflor there, but within us. And ſol paſs ro the 28 Verſe. : 

And we know that all things work tagether ſor good, to thein that love Gd, to them why are 
called acording to his purpoſe. 

After the Apoſtle had reckoned up, and inſiſted upon theſe five ſeveral Priviledges, 
which the ſanfified Perſon is inveſted with, he ſeems to come in a ger:vral way to conclude, 
that not only all theſe things mentioned, bur all other things wi.a-ſoever do work rogether 
for good, to them that love God.” The whole Creation groans for the.r Deliverance, they 
Groan within themſelves for their glorious Srate, and the Spirit helps them in their Groan= 
ings, and co further Groanings in Prayer beyond all Words and Expreflions, even to 
meanings which God knows, and God a'one; and chcy ſhall all be anſwered [n full Rerurns, 
not a Sigh or a Groan loſt, ſent out from them that !ove God, from them thar are effettu- 
2'ly called according tc his purpoſe. For I queſtion nor bur all things are doae according 
to purpoſe, which lies hid (as I may humbly ſay) in+ the breaſt of God. According r9 
the purpoſe of Pternal Ages, as the Yhraſe is, Eph. 3. 11. W.ich he made or purpyed in 
Chit Feſigs our Lord Then it follows, as it were, occaſionally from this Expreflion, cal- 
led, according to his purpoſe, Ver. 29. : | 

Foy whom he did forelnow, be alſo ard predeſtinate to be confarmed ta the image of his fon, that 
Le might be the firit-born among many brethren, : 
 Mweover, whom he did predeſtinate, them he a'ſ) called, and wiem he called, them he a:ſo 
I\ſlified, and wham he jaſtifi:d, them he al glorified, oy Purpoſc of Go is fo ſtrongly _ 
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that ir goes thorough and thorough with the whole train of Succeſhive glorious Effetts ; 
and this demonſtrates a Wonderful Co-operation for good'ro thoſe thar love God, to thoſe 
that are called according to his Purpoſe. Onely I muſt here honeſtly offer my Apprehenſj- 
ons in this moſt profonnd-Maxer, for I would deal honeſtly with all the World, and eſpeci- 
ally with the Churchof God: And my chief Obſervation upon this Golden Chain, (as jr is 
well called) is this : Thar the firſt Link ofthe Chain which1s faſtened to the Mercy-ſear (and 
all the World can never looſe ir thence ) is fore-knowledge , whom he did fore-bnow,, 
which I humbly conceive is meant of God's fore-fight, * what Men would do, placed 
under ſuch and ſuch circumſtances, and thercupon did predeſtinate, call, juſtifie and glo- 
rifie in his eternal and jrrefragable Purpoſe, 


les per  dufum Gratie ſux (& conſenſun libere Voluntatis futuros bene widturos wel Gratis oblats aſſen- 
ſaros wel credituras, QF in fide perſeveraturos. Sic exponunt Chryſoſt, Theodorer. & Hie:onymus, (Fc. 
Polc in loc. The Engliſh is this: Whom he did fore-know, viz. that they would be ſuch, through 
the conduit of Grace and the conſent of their own Free-will, as would live well, afſcnt to Grace of- 
fered, would bclieve and perſevere in Fauth. 


And fo I diſmiſs the great Subjett of theſe two Verſes, only I ſhall remark upon the 
29th Verſe: Whom he did fore-In1w, he alſo did predeſtinate to be conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the fir-born among many breth;en. That chough Men have a true 
liberty of will in their choice of, and adhering unto Chriſt, yer God did not leave the 
whole ifſue and ſucceſs of things to the liberty of Men ; but fore-ſeeing what Men would 
4lo, purpoſed and decreed ro do more for rhem infinitely than they could rhemſelves do in 
carrying on the work of Grace in them z ſo that Chriſt ſhould not be a1 Head without a 
Body, arid a Firſt-born without Brethren, bur the Firſt-born amongſt many Brethren : 
And this fore-kr.owledge of God, what Men would do in believing and returning to God, 
1s as eaſe for us to conceive of, 2s it 1s hoy God ſhould foreſee that Adam would cer-ainly 
fall, when it was in his power to have ſtood ; and yer this certain fore-knowledye of God 
muſt be allowed in a marcer perfettly free, (for ought thar we know) or elſe the purpoſe 
of ſending Chriſt as a Saviour, which was the 735+; 4iwyw;, could never have been 
made by the All-wiſe Fehovah. 

What fhall we ſay then, if God be for us, wh» can be againit us ? As much as to ſay, The 
wholematter of our ſalvation is a certain well-laid inexpugnable thing, if we are but once 
brought over to God ; if we are once well convinced of tin by the Law, and ſee our need 
of Chriſt ; if Chriſt become precious to us , and our only deliverer; if we are by him 
freed from the Curſe and Condemnation of the Law, and have the Law of the Spirit of 
Life in Chriſt Jeſus, ſetting us free from the Law of Sin and Death ; if we have the 1mpo(- 
fible thing of the Law, 73 aVya]ov 7% vows, wrought in us ; that is, if weare enabled to 
walk after the Spirit, and no longer after the Fleſh; if we have been taught ro mortifie 
the Deeds of the Body, and ſo come to be led by the Spirir, to call God Father by a Spirit 
of Adoption ; are contert to ſuffer with Chriſt ; to lorg for his preſence, and groan after 
ir, we need not queſtion but all things ſhall work together for our good 3 we ſhall find 


 ourſclves <ftettually call:d, and therefore eletted, Make your calling and elz#im ſure, 2 Pet. 


1.10. We have no other-way to know our Elettion, bur by our Calling, and then, and 
not till then, can we take comfort in the Dottrine of Election, namely, when we may have 
ground to hope that the golden Chain hath faſtened upon us; ane 1f ſo, what can h:irm 
us, if God befor us, who can be againit 1s ? unleis they cam be too hard for God. Now 
from hence rhe Apoſtle runs on with a cicar and triumphant Argumentation, Verſe 42, 

He that ſpared nt his own Son, but deliver:d kim up for us al/, bw ſhall he mt with him 
alſs f e-ly give us all things ? This is the clearc{t Argument in the Worid, we haye m1 rea- 
ſon to doubt of the good will of God for our final (alvation, and therctore preſent happi- 
neſs; for he that gives us the greateſt gift he could give, will never deny us the ſmall 
matters of che World, if they be goo.l for us. This Argument is like r114 ot our Sayiour's, 
He that gave us Life will give us Fo2d, he that gaye us Body will give us Kayment, « ma- 
gort ad mints 

Who 
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Who ſhall lay any thing to the charge of God's eleft ? It is God that juſtifies, And if we Verſe 33» 
be incereſted in elettion by efteCtual calling, who ſha!l lay a«y thing to our charge in 
judgment, when he that 15 ro be our judge, and whcfe approbarton alone juſtifies, will 
juftifie us ? | 
; Who is he that condemneth ? It is Chriſt that died, and o took off our condemnation, by Verſe 34 
ſuffering the penalty of our fin, and he that died 1s nor dead, yes ratber that js riſen again, 
who is ever at the 1ight hand of God, who alſ» maketh interceſſin fir us. The Spicit 1a us and 
for us here on Earch, and Chriſt for us in Heaven, What abundant Conſolation is here ? 
He that died for us on Earth, to free us from Death and Hell, 1s aſcended to Heaven, and 
there makerh interceſſion for us. Could ever things be made more ſure and firm, for the 
ſtrong conſolation of thoſe that love God ? 

Who ſhall ſeparate us from the Ie of Chrift * Who ſhall make Chriſt ccaſe to love us, that Vere 3<: 
hath done and till is doing all this for us ? Shall tribulation or d:ſtreſs, &c. No, Chriſt will 
rather love us the tetter for all theſe. Or who ſhali make us ceaſe to love Chriſt ? $ha/! 
tribulation, or diſtreſs, or perſecution, or famine, or nakedneſe, or peril, or ſword ? Yes, a wicked 
W1ll may 3 an evil Heart of Unbelzet may make us to depart from the living God, for theſe 
things, Heb. 3. 12. But there is no reaton why they ſhould ; Truſt jn Ged, and chey ſhall 
not; thou may'ſt walk upon the Waves, 2s upon a (mcorh Pavement of firm Ground, if 
thou give not way to thy Diffidence 3 if thou do, every puff of Wind ſhall lay thee upon 
thy Back, and thou ſhalr ſink to the borrom, unleſs thou cry out, Lord, help me, or 7 periſh : 
A Sigh, a Groan, ſhall be heard. Though any one of all thoſe thirgs may look dreadſully 
upon thee, Famine, Nakednels, Sword : For theſe things, few follow Chriſt. We muſt look 
for one or all ſometime or other, and be prepared in our Mind for them, or we cannot be 
Chriſt's Diſciples. Verſe 36. . 

As it is written, for thy ſake are we hilled all the day lng, we ar? accounted as ſleep for the Verſe 26- 
ſlaughter. This is the fair account a Saint ſhould rake of his ſtate and circunſtances as a 
Chriſtian, and bythe grace of God nor ſhrink ar the appearance. But what follows up-n 
the views of Faith, (in the face of all theſe appearances, ghaſtly enough to che fleth) ? 

Way in all theſe things we are more than conquerors, through kim that loved us. We are io far Verſe 37! 
from being appalled and conquered by the appearance of theſe things, that we do more 
than conquer them, and keep c:em frormh rerrityitg of us, for we can rejoyce and glory in; 
them, Rom. 5. 3+ But then it 15 through him that hath loved us. 

For I am perſwaded, that neither deato, mor life, nor angels, mr principalities, nar pawers, my. Verſe 22. 
things preſent, nor things to come, 

Nor heighth, mr depth, nor any other creature, ſhall be able to ſeparate us from the love of God, Verſe 3 pt 
which is m Chri# Jeſus our Id. Thele two Verſes are only a moſt admirable enumera- 
tion of all kinds of things, that can have any efficacy upon us, rowards breaking the relation 
of a Saint to God and his incereſt in his favour, which 1s foreign to my deſign of brevity 
to inſiſt upon, there being no matter of difficulty or obſcurity iu chem. ; 

And fo here I make an end of my Explicanion of theſe three Chapters, and aftcr 1 have 
made ſome uſcful Retlefions upon what I have ſaid, 1 ſhall rake my leave of the Reader. 


The firſt Uſe that I ſhal! make of this foregoing Explication of cheſe three Chapters is Uſe T. 
this, That here we may ſee the Excellency, of tl;e-Chriftian Religion, what an holy and Of Infor - 
comfortable Inſtitution it 153 it is no way fatished with any Profeſſor of it, till it brings him 4t12%e 
to ſincere and univerſal Piety 3 he muſt walk aftcr the Spirit, and be led by te $pirir, or 
he is no ſincere Profelior -f the Chriſtizn Religion 3 he either doh not underiiaud rhe 
Chriſtian Religion, or 1 very falſe aud hypoc: ical, rhar doth nor, by the Spirit dweliing 
in him, make it his buſineſs ro morn all the deeds of the Bod, Rom. 8. 13. nor is he in 
the way to Life. And then for. the Comforts of Religion, though 1 doubt roc but- many 
vell inclined and (I hope) truly religious People, have their doubrs and fears of tixcir 
good Eſtate to God-ward, yer I think, that ordinarily che ſadnefs of truly religious People, 
proceeds chictly from their own neglect of cheir watch, and for that they zre :o tle ac- 
quainted with themſclycs and tl:eir ſtarg 3 for a truly godly Man nach abundaat matter of

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fairly before him, to take comfort and rejoyce in, and therefore it is made a 
preat Duty by the Apoſtle to rejoyce in the Lord always, Phil. 4+ 4+ And Chriſtians live 
far below themſclves, when they live a drooping anda fad life 3 indeed no ether perſon in 
the World hath any true cauſe of joy, which yer every Saint hath ; and inthis Chapter is 
expreſed the greateſt Aſſurance and richeſt Joy that you can find in all the Writings in 
the World; it far exceeds the Stoick's Apathy, and the Epicure's Tranquillity, and a- 
riſeth to a. Joy unſpeakable and glorious, 1 Pet. 1. 8, and that upon a good ground and bor- 
tom 3 no leſs rhan that of being utterly divorced from all evil, and unired in affettion and 
practice to all that is good 3 upon the firm promiſe of acceptance with God ar preſent, 
through the Death and Interccflions of his only begotten Son, ard of Aftiſtance from Heas 
ven to do the whole Will of God acceprably, and of Erernal Life afrer Death : And this 
ground of Comfort and Eſtabliſhment every good Man and Woman hath, though they do, 
not as they might and ought, make the diſcovery of it to themſelves, 

My ſecond Ute of the foregoing Diſcourſe, ſhall be by way of humble Addreſs to the 
Preachers and Miniſters of the Word, That in their Sermons and —_— Dealings or 
Treating with Perſ@ns whoſe Conſciences are ſomewhat awakened to a ſence of Sin and 
Guilt, and to take ſome care of their Souls, they be yery wary how they ſend Men to the 
Lay, by bidding and charging them only to reform their Lives, and amend their Ways, 
and leave their wicked Courſes. *Tis very true, it 1s their dury (o to do; bur you ſee in 
the ſeventh of the Romans throughout, whart an ul! effe&t this Advice or this Undertaking 
alone, without Chriſt, had upon the ſinner; it only killed him ſo much the more, and ſer 
all his Luſts a raging, and in an uproar, Fain he would'd9 grod, but evil was preſent with him + 
And wicked fin, deceitful fin, wrought death in him, by that which was holy, juſt and 
good, which made fin appear to be malignant to an Hyperbole. And while he was ma+ 
king his greateſt Struggle and War againſt Sin, only by vertne of the Law's prohibition of 
Sin, the Law of che Members made a more brisk refiſtance, and conquered him and brought 
him into captiviry ro the Law of Sin. The Kolineſs and Threatnings of the Law, may be of 
excellent uſe to terrifie them, but rhe Holineſs of the Law alone will never teach them 
and perſwade them to be holy. I humbly adviſe all the fairhful Miniſters of Chriſt, thar 
deſign the ſalvation of Souls, that they do nor only charge Xen that come to them for 
adyice, to leave their wickedneſs, and to be good and religious ; though this be good and 
neceſſary advice ; much leſs, as the fooliſh Papiſts do, to impoſe ſuch and ſuch Penances, 
which is the high way to provoke their Luſts, as ſoon as ever their Penances are over : but 
that they take all the care they can, when they ſee them in carneſt in Religion, to inſtruct 
them in the Dottrine of the Goſpel 3 That though they are great finners, and have ſo and 
ſo tranſgrefſed the Commands of Gad, (and a very particular Confeſſion of Sin@njoyned 
them, 1f not to their Spiricual Guide, (as was done to John the Bapti$t ) yet at leaſt to their 
God, is very uſctul, and I think neceſlary ; as ſearching the Wound 1s in order to a Cure ; 
and eſpecially a ſenſe of the finfulneſs of their corrupt Nature, and there may be ma- 
ny particular Directions neceſſary for many particular Caſcs) yer, 1 ſay, they are to be 
inſtrutted, That though they hare ſo and o tranſgrefſed the Commands of God, yer they 
muſt not think they can make amends to God for wha: they have done amiſs,or come to do 
the Will of God in their own ftrength, or ever come up to a full perfe&t unerring Obedj- 

ence 1nthis Life: Bur that they muſt feriouſly conſider the Redemprion that Chriſt hath 
wrought for chem, by the ſacrifice of himſelf, and that their only courſe is to believe the (a- 
tisfa&t:on of Chriſt for ſinners; and ſoro give up themſelves to Chriſt, ro be his ſervants ; 
and pray to Chriit, and ro God in Chriſt, for his Spirit, ro enable them to leave off all Sin, 
and exerciſe themſelves unto Godlineſs in all rhe parts and inftances thereof: And that 
whileſt they do faithfully endeavour to leave every Sin, and to ger every good habit and 
diſpoſition of Honeſty, Sobriety, Purity, Juſtice, Cha. ity a::d Godlineſs in the Strength of 
God, they are accepted of God, through tae Death azd [nterceſſhons of Chriſt. This Spirit 
of Faith and Love, which are in Chriſt Jeſus, Ephe. 6. 23+ 2 Tim, 1. 13. Can only fet them 
Free from the Law of Sin and Death, 
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It is worthy of an excellent Pen, to expreſs theſe things more at large; bnt, [ hops, 
T have in ſome ſatisfattory manner, ſignified the Necellity of this Courſe to be taken with 
Men, fince the Apoſtle makes fo niuch of it in his ſeventh Chapter to the Romans, what ill 
effect the Law hath upon convitted ſinners, when they ſeek a Remedy from it only under 
their Convictions. : 

And that the Diſcourſe of the Apoſtle, Rom. 7. when the law came, &c. is plainly meant 
of the Moral Law, which is perpetual and everlaſting, binding the Conſcience of every 
Man and Woman in the World, and'nort only the Ceremonial Law (which (f acknow- 
ledge) the Jews much boaſted in, and ſought Juſtification by the obſervation of) were 
very cafie to be demonſtrated. $0 far I had written, as the end of chis Uſe, when a wor- 
thy Friend of mine, to whom I communicated my Papers for his cenſure of them, adviſed 
me to evidence this Aferrion, Thar the Diſcourſe of the Apoſtle, in Ren. 9. When the law 
came, &c. is plainly meant of the Moral Law, which I am loth here to fall upon the 
proof of, becauſe I would nor — interrupt my proceeding to the Uſes whichT am yet 
ro make of the foregoing Diſcourſe, and therefore ſhall caſt 1t into ag Appendix at the 
Concluſion. 

Inthe third place, 1 addreſs my ſelf to the Deiſts of the Age we live in. We have indeed Uſe III, 
a great many Atheiſts, and more perhaps than ever were in any Age, the Lord be merci- By way of 
ful to us : But there are a ſort of better natured and more civil Perſons, that abhor a. GonuiBion. 
theiſm, as contrary to the Light of Nature, and the Intereſt of all Governinent and Civil 

. Society itſelf. For that there can be no truſt in any Man, where there is no obligation upon 
Conſcience, but every Man is left to att as he judgeth ic convenient to his preſent intereſt ; 
I ſay, there js a ſort of Men, thar acknowledge a God and Providence, and the reality of 
Moral Good and Evil, Juſt and Unjuſt; bur they ſuſpend their Belicf of the Goſpel, and 
they are apt to applaud rhemſelves and think themſelves in a very good condition, if they 
live honeſtly and verrcuouſly, and depend upon God's Providence for protettion in the wa 
of Vertue ; and conclude it ſhall all go well with them hereafter. But how far are theſe 
removed from the ſtrift obſervation « the warkings of their own Hearts, which we find 
in this 7th and 8th Chapters to the Romans ?: They ought not only to acknowledge the 
Law of Nature, which no queſtion they find (ſome of them at leaſt) written in their 
Hearts, according to what the Apoſtle Paxt writes in Rom. 2. 14, 15- But they ought to 
find low hard ir is to keep the Law; how this Law convinceth them of Sin; and then, 
when they think to amend their ways, and to do good, how they are plunged by it into 
more Sinz and the more ſtrilt they are upon themſelves, and the more rigidly they deal 
with themſelves rowards mortification of any Extravagancy, the more they ſhall find their 
Lufts enraged, or perhaps fall into another extreme Vice. For I queſtion not but ir mighr 
be demoriſtcated by an able Pen, Thar all ſeeking ro mortifie Luſts by the Law, only com- 
manding and condemning, will in the end make the better fide the worſe ; and though 
Men tnay be as it were alive without the Law, and enjoy themſelves very pleaſantly, yes 
when they come ſtrialy ro call themſelves to account for their Attions, Intentions, Rules, 
Condu&t and Management of themſelves, as under the Law of God, and ſeek in earneſt ro 
reform themſelves by the Law, they ſhall raiſe ſuch a Confuſion, Combuſtion, and Fer- 
mentation, as ſhall make them almoſt diſtratted and deſperate. The Lay 1s the moſt rigid 
School-maſter chat ever the World had; it laſheth Men with Scorpions ; it kills them watt 

a thouſand Deaths ; it makes them weary of rheir Lives : No wonder then at the Exclama- 
tion, Rom. 9. 24. 0 wretched man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from this body of d2ath ! 
And after this cloſe Preſs they have been in, which will make them ſwear even drops of 
Blood, they ſhall never attam ro any true reſt, till they come to ſay, i thank God, through 
Feſus Chrift my Lord. I pity much theſe ingenioos, civil and half-vertuous Gentlemen, that 
think they have made great Attainments.in Religion, by coming to acknowledge, That 
there is a God, and, Arhenian-like, are ſtill inquiring after ſome innocent new Liicoveries 
in Nature or the Politicks, ('c. But they little think of their crumbling into Hell, for wane 
of going further on in Religion, For 1f Chriſt came from Heaven to iarishe the Law,and 


to make a new and living Way to God 1a his own Blood, he will not lufter himielt ro by 
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{> negleRted by the Gentile ſccurs Deiſt, as not ro be ſo much as inquired afref, how and 
which way he is to be a Saviour; that they muſt ſee they have offended the Law, and are 
condemned by the Law, and have no Recuge but in him, who anſwered the Law, and that 
they muſt change their o!d Huſband and Maſter, and get their Mind qui-r and at reft only 
by believing in him, Joving him, going to him for ſtrength to fulfil the Law, that the Righ:e- 
ouſneſs of the Lai may b: fulfilled in them, walking nor after the Fleſh, burafter the Spirir, 
Tacſe aiery unconcerned ipeculative Gentlemen have a great work to do, which they are nor 
a vare of z for I dare boldly advance this Propoſition, (though amoneſt Divines 1t is no bold 
Ailertion, but amongſt Gentlemen it may be thought fo.) Thac w hoſoever under the clear 
preaching of the Go'pel, as now it 151n our Land, dorhnot eſteem Jeſus Chrift more precious 
than his Life, and a!l his Woridly Intereſts, vea, of greater benefit to him by his Death an4 [n- 
terce hon, than all iis Moral Excellencies, ſhall be condemned at laſt to Hell, for Nighring 
the Gift of God, in giving his Son to be the only Saviour. Such perſons may be excellent 
Commonwealrhs Men, good Subjects to any Soveraign; g 10d, rhat is, 1n ſome ſence good 
Friends and Neighbours, but they will be never admitted for Saints into the Kingdom of 
Heaven, ard thereforc le: them look to themſelves 1n time : As far theſe mine enemies, that 
would nit that I ſhould reign nuer th:m, bring them hither, and flay them before me ;, ſaith our 
Saviour in the Parable, meaning itof himſelf, Luke 19. 27. 

By way of Addreſs to the Philoſophers of the Age, which are not a few, and withal as 
penetrating, profound and comprehenftve as perhaps any Age in the World ever ſaw, the 
learned Apes of Athens, Chaldea and Egypt not excepted: You take great delight- in the 
ſearch f Wiſiom, and indeed it is worthy of Men fo to do, far more worthy than to heap 
up Riches, or to enlarge Empire and Dominion, though by fair means; yet Iam much of 
$xrates's mind, of whom I have ſeveral times read, that he was chietly for Moral Philoſophy, 
how a Man ſhould guide his Actions and his Thoughts. Now in my mind this diſcourſe of 
the Apoſtle concerning the advaiice of true Holineis, which I verily believe the honeſt 
Philoſophers aimed at, under the name of Virtue, is as acute and profound, as prattical 
and experimental, asany Diſcourſe that evgr was traned by Man, and it hath this advan« 
tage of all other Philolophical Diſcourſes, That though (5 I humbly conceive) it was ma- 
naged real'y with the Apoſtle's Reaſon and with his humane Under{tinding; yet was his 
Pen guided all along by the holy Spirit; and the three conjoyned Chapters of 6, 9, and 8, 
to the Romans is a Complcat Syſtem of Moral Philotophy. 

By Moral, all the Learned (as I take it) underitand that which concerns Manners, and 
3s of perpetual and everlaſting Obligation. As the Moral Law 1s oppoſed to the Ceremonial 
and Judicial, as being but poſitive and temporary, and whereas I call it Philoſophy, we 
know that the firſt Word or Name for that which we now ca!l Philoſophy, was mois 
Witdom, g& 7-0/5 71) ov 203 $uwegr2yrave Now this 15 truly o22i O44 <v pwoneim, 1 Cors 
2. 6, 7. the Wiſdom of God ina .viſtery, even the hidden Wiſdom, We ſpeak Wiſdom, 
ſaith the Apoſtle, amongſt thoſe chat are per'ett; thar is, Men ofany ſtrength and growth 
in Religion. And 1 hun: bl\ conceive this was the meaning of the Apoſtle; We ſpeak that 
which hath a good cor ſonancy and harmony and agreement in itſelf, with all the true rea- 
ſon of a Man, And indeed, though I have been formerly, when I was a Child in Years, 
and a very Novice in Kn-wl.dge, (though now I do not pretend to any great ſlrengrh, yet 

<t haps, through rhe Grace of God I way know a little) but though, when I was a meer 
CES I was aftrighrned by many from uſing Realon 1a Religion; yet for more than 
Thirty Years I have made bo.din my ſmall reading and Speculation to uſe my Reaſon, 
which I do heartily acknowledge to he very ſmall : And though I am nat of the Socinian 
Principle, (as it 1s generally ſaid of them, that *tis theirs) that we are not to believe any 
thing that our Realon caiinot compreheniiz yt Tam aot tor believing any thing, butwhat 
we have reaſon © believe : But the: I think it reaſon enough to believe any thirg to be 
true, if I have rex'on to believe, that it is revealed by God. AndI think it is the greateſt 
honcur we can do to God,to uſe our utmoſt ceaton inunderſtanding what he hath revealed, 
and, as far as we may; to endeavour to perceive the gn, or realon of things revealed, 
bur to acquie cc 1n the .77 or, that it is ſo, if we can ſee no furcher, and to bleis God for 
it, and to practice guivcrially accord:og to our lutormation. Now 
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Now as T conceive, 1n this Subject which I have treated of, and offer to your Conſiders: 
rion, as Philoſophers, you have the whole of Moral Philoſophy, or rather Theoſophy, ſer 
forth in the moſt comprehenſive Generals, you have the End which we ought to aim at 
compleat Happineſs hereafter, and a wonderful Foretaſt of it in this Life. The means of 
attaining ir is vertuous or holy practice; now the means again of attaining to this ability of 
vertuous Prattice, the Stocks ſay, 1s the cutting off, or mortifying the paſſions or. affeions, 
which ſome have truly aid 1 the cutting off the legs or wings which we ſhould go or fly 
upon, and turning a Man intoa Stock; the Peripatericks ſay, with more reaſon, the mode- 
rating of the paſlions 1s the betrer way. Bur alas! all the Queſtion lyes here : How ſhalt 
we come to moderate the paſſions ? The Apoſile rells you, with a great deal of truth, That 
if you go to the Law, which is the Rule of Duty to all the World, and try to get any 
2f &ion morrified (faith the Stoick), regulared (ſaith the Peripatetick), it will enrage all 
your evil inclinations, and make them more rampant and mad than ever they were hefore. 
You mi; ht remain alive, and be pretty quier, and have a good Opinion of yourſelf, and 
obtain a good efteem with others, 1f you would not come too near the unalterable Rule of 
Holineſs and true Virtue; bur if once you come ſtrittly near thar, and compare yourſeif 
with it, and obſerve your aberrarions from ir, and rhen try to reform by it char you may 
anſwer the Patrern of ir, you ſhall only ſtill find that ir will convince you and condemn you, 
and at laſt make you weary. and make you mad, and fill you with deſpair. You ma 
chance find rhe Cirradel of Conſcience, and the mind hold our for the Law and for Go & 
that is, in irs bare Vote, but the City and Country round, the Aﬀettions and Body, every lim 
and every faculty ſhall revolt and defert, and do what they pleafe, and yield no obedience ; 
you ſhall find at length no more conformity to the Rule, than the raging which Medea had 
by her Video meliora probogy deteriara ſequor z She flies from one Country to another with 
ner Familiars and Enchantments, and exerciſeth ſuch mad paſſions, as, I confeſs, I cannor 
bear the Deſcription of in reading rhem, without a great diſcompoſure of thoughts : And 
where is then the Stoick or Peripatetick with their two diſtin wayes ? 

But now when we come to Chriſt who hath ſatisfied the Law, and leave our old School- 
maſter, our o!d Huſband, as being dead in all irs Condemnation by the Body of Chriſt cru« 
cified, and do not ſo much as prerend to exatt Obedience to the Law, but yet honeitly en- 
deavour to give a!l due Conformity to its Preceprs, yer without thefear of being caſt into 
Hell for every Failure, ſerve Chriſt and God in him, as an honeſt Son terveth his Father; 
or an honeſt Servant his Maſter, allewing ourſelves no 1dle haunts, no extravagant ou lets 
of any kind, enjoy the good things of this Life as other Men do, but in moderation ; do 
the work of our Callings, Trades, Occupations, Studie:, but without carking cares, as be- 
ing aſſured that if we be diligent, God «11l provide, and will let us want for nothing : Here 
all is quier, we have, or may and ought to have a ſiveer Calm, nothing diſturbs us. If we 
walk according to this Rule, To do all ro the Glory of God, and in dependance upoa him, 
giving Thanks for ſo great a Saviour, peace all be upon us, as wpon the whole 1raz! of 
God. If we are guilty of Negligence, we muſt preſently go to God by Prayer, confeſs 
our ſins, charge ourſclves hone{ily, ſeverely, b'tterly, according to rhe neglect ; but we 
ruſt not deſpond, but endeavour to double our Diligence and Warchfulneſs. In this way 
God hath the true Glory of an hearty Obedience; the Law of God is no whit diſhonoured; 
for we bid not the leaſt defiance, deny no Duty of Conformity to it, but we are free from 
the danger of its Condemnation, being ſecured by a Surety and Advocare, Thus the 
Rightcouſneſs of che Law i: fulfilled in us, who walk notafter the Fleſh, but after the 5pirit. 
And whilſt we remain faithful to our God in this way of fincece conſtant uniform Obedi- 
ence,we have free Acceſs to God as a Father, If we preſume to Sin wickedly againſt ourGod, 
we muſt expett to be dealt with as Deſerters and Apoftares, and though even ſome of thoſe 
may polſibly be reriewed again unto, and by repcnrance, yer it 1s an evi] and bitter ſtare ir« 
deed, and God alone knows when they ſhall recover their boldne:s and liberty of Acceſs ro 
God by a Spirit” of Adoption. And in thi: plain Account I hope 15 contained the true 


Noral Philoſophy, or rather Tazoſopny, whichwe cecd all ro leazn and pradtife by. _ 
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And here 1 hope I may, with very good pretence, make an humble Addreſs to the Re- 
verend Heads of Colleges and learned Tutors in the Univerſities, which I would do with 
the moſt ſubmiſs Deference, to intreat them, That 1n preparing Toſtrudters of the Peo- 
ple for the next Generation, they would teach them the Truth, as ir is in Jeſus; and T 
would heſpeak them in the words of the Apoſtle Paul, Epheſ. 4. 20, 21; Tues Je 87 u7ws 
Fre! $8) Þ orgy "Exoe auley nuiou]e, oh ov amp Edie 1s, Haus i57v AND Ov Th 
"Ino7. Where the Apoſtle is ſpeaking of the evil ſtate and converſation of the Genciles, 
But ye have nat þ learned Chriit : By learning Chrif, I doubt not, 15 meant their learning 
the Dodtrine of and coneerning Chriſt, as Scholars and Srudents learn Authors and ſtu- 
dy Philoſophers. Ver. 21. If ſo be that ye have heard him. The Epheſtans never heard Chriſt 
in perion, bur they heard him preached : And been taught by him, or 1n him. How could 
chey be taught by Chriſt ? Only by his Word and by his Spirir. And what were they taught 
by him ?"The Anſwer follows, As the truth is in Feſus. This 15 the greateſt thing that you 
Scholars are to learn, and you are to reach : I fay nor, that it 15 the only thing ;. But this 
$5 the true Philoſophy, without which all that they can learn 1s perfect folly,” Rom. 1. 22. 
ſpeaking profeſledly of the Philoſophers. I do not pretend to teach you, but only hum- 
bly to mind you of that which you cannot but know. 1 humbly beg you, for God's ſake, 
for the Honour of our Lord Jeſus, and for the Intereſt of ſo many Souls, as all Yourſelyes 
and prefent Pupils may be concerned with and for, in Preaching and in the Preſs, that you 
make a moſt accurate diſtinftion betwixr Law and Goſpel, that Moſes may not fit in our 
Saviour's Seat. You ſee how the Law-Preachers among the Galatians blended the Law 
and Goſpel together, and thereby transferred their Auditors frem him that had called 
them unto the Grace of Chriſt, or in the Grace of Chriſt to another Goſpel, Gal. 1. 6. 
OauudCw im iT Taxi; WlaniNGE am? 7% xarbra/]& Vic w hell Netots els ETwegD 
evan Ver. 7. "O txiy das Which 1s not another {7egy, but not tA, divers 
urn nn aliud., There was but one Goſpel, and could be bur one ; yer this might be fo di- 
verſified by legal mixtures, as to be called another Goſpel: And, I ſhall give no further 
proof of this at preſent, than the ——_—_ which I have thought necefſary, or 
at leaſt convenienct ro make; in which, I , I have made it appear, That the ſeventh 
Chapter of the Epiſtle ro the Romans, 15 not to be underſtood of St. Paul, as In his rege- 
nerate Eſtate, but as under legal Convittions ; or rather, of a third perſon, perfonated in 
the firſt, which is ſo far from being rightly underſtood, that perhaps the greater half of 
Divines underſtand it of St. Paul himſelf : So ſubrile an evil is that of Legality, or ſeeking 
to be juſtified by the Law, that it cannot eafily be underſtood in the cleareſt Goſpel-light : 
Bur, Qui bene diftinguit bene dvcet;, and if any Monopoly be fir to be claimed by an Aca- 
demy, I humbly conceive it 15 that of Diſtintions. Your Students are taught learned 
and police Ethicks : but 1f they be not raught how to avoid the Condemning Power of the 
Law by the Grace of the Goſpel, the Law will condemn them. If they be not+ well 
warned of the enraging irritating force of the Law (occaſionally) upon all their Luſts, 
when they ſeek to be reformed by it alone, that which was ordained unto Life will be 
found Dearth unto them ; and Sin taking occaſion from the Commandment, will work in 
them all manner of Concupiſcence and Sin, that it may appear Sin, working Death in 
them by that which is good, will by the Commandment become out of meaſure ſinful, Row. 
+10. 8.13, 

Here I have a very fair and juſt occaſion to ſpeak to thoſe that I doubt will have little 
mind to hear or read what they ſhould, burjf any ſuch chance to read this Paper, ler 
them conſider it. If thoſe that endeavourtn he ſertouſneſs and earneſt to reform them- 
ſelves by the Law, yer, for want of underſtanding the Grace of Chriſt, cannot attain unto 
true Hoiineſs and Peace; What Peace, what Conifort, belongs to thoſe that heed not either 
the Precepts of the Law, or the Promiſes of the Goſpel? What though they call themſelves 
Churchmen and Sons of the Church ? Whar if they be of ſeparate Aſſemblies, if they walk 
not after the Spirit, bur after the Fleſh, they are the Devil's Slaves, and Firebrands of Hell : 
There # no peace , ſaith my God , to the wicked , Ifai. 48. 22. Without holineſs no man ſhall 
fee the Z1vd ; Holineſs is the true cnd of all Religion 3 we muſt attain unto Halineſs, or 
we 
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we can never pleaſe God, in any Re'igion that we profeſs : Ceaſe to d evil, lain t1 do well, 
put away theevil of your deingsr. Come now and let us reaſon together, ſaith the Lord ; though your 
ſins be as ſcarlet, they ſhall be as white as ſmaw; thmgh they be red libe :rimſm, they ſhall be as 
wool, Eſai. x, 16, 19, 18- There 15 no communion with God, no Fellowſhip.or Con« 
verſe with or Approach unto God (for all rhieſe I take ry be underſtood by Reaſoning toge» 
ther,) without waſhing and cleanſing ourſelyes. Before this in the 11, 12, 13, 14, 1$ 
Verſes, God renounceth all Acceprance of any thing they did in Religion : To what purpoſ* 
is the multitude of your ſacrifices unto me ? &c. faith the Lord. Men may uſe ſome kind of 
honeſt Endeavours after Holineſs, and fail of attaining what they ſeek afrer. Thus the 
Apoſtle witneſſes of the Fews, Rom. g. 31. But Iſrael which filled after the Law of 
righteouſneſs, bath nat attained to the law of righteouſneſs. Verſe 32. Wherefire 2 becauſe they 
ſought it not by faith, but as it were by the works of the 1aw. Now for theſe the Apoſile had 
a great deal of Pirty and Commiſeration, as you may ſee Rom. 9. 1, 2, 3+ T ſay the truth 
in Chri, T lye nat, my conſcience alſo bearing me witneſs in the-Holy Ghof#, that Ihave great hea- 
vineſs, and continual frrow in my heart, For T could wiſh that myſelf were accurſed from Chrift, 
for my brethren my kinſmen, according to the fleſh, who are Iſraelites, &c. And ſo Rom. 10. 
I, 2, 3» Brethren, my hearts deſire and prayer to God for Iſrael is, that they might be ſaved. For 
T bear them record, that they have a zeal of God, but not according to the kn»wledge. For they being 
zgnorant of Gods righteouſneſs, and going about to eſtabliſh their own righteauſneſs, have nat ſub- 
mitted themſelves to the righteouſneſs of God. Now I have made theſe two laſt Quotations, to 
prove, That Men may in ſome fort and way have a great Zeal and Endeavour to pleaſe God, 
and to be the Favorites of Heaven, and yet loſe their labour. Whar ſhall become then of 
thoſe that take no pains in Religionat all ? and indeed, do not truly endeavour to become 
univerſally Holy ? but pleaſe themſelves with ſome poor low ends in their Profeſſion, ſhort 
of this only worthy deſign. I ſhall conclade this Application with thoſe words of the Apoſtle, 
1N Rom, 6, 21, 22, What fruit had ye then in thrſe things, whereof ye are now aſhamed ? Whar 
real Profit, or what real Comfort had ye in thoſe ſinful Pleaſures and wicked Courſes 
wherein once (in the State of Unregeneracy) ye indulged yourſelves? Wicked Men of the 
World take a great deal of pains to ger Profits, and Pleaſures, and Honours, and what doth 
It afford them ? What comfort have they of it ar the very time, upon a ſober Review and 
Conſideration ? The Anſwer is, None at all z and beſides, now ye are aſhamed of what ye 
then did ; then it was no matter of Comfort, and now 'tis a matter of Shame. Bur what 
follows, Ver. 22. But now being made free froin fin.— (Who is free from fin ? An» 
wer, Every Saint of God is free from Sin in the Apoſtle's ſence, not in the fence 
of a quarrelſome Scholaſtick.) and become ſervants to Ged, yu have your fruit unto holt- 
neſs, That is a preſent rich Fruit indeed, thar by turning to God, and exerciſing our- 
{clyes unto Righteouſneſs, we attain unto an Holy Frame, and Temper, and Rcadineſs 
10 every good Work. And the end everlaſting Life. The Law teacheth Holineſs, and 
the Goſpel effe&s itz and rhough ſome may loſe their labour, that are ar ſome pawns 
in Religion, for want of diligent Enquiry after the right way, as the Jews Gd, and all 
that ſeek to be juſtified and ſan&ified by the Law will do, yet they ritar arc at 10 pains at all 
in Religion, are ſuce to tumble into Hell : Strive to enter in at the ſtrait grie, ſait 017 Saviour, 
for many, I ſay unto you, ſhall ſeek to enter in, but ſhall not be able. Luke 13. 21. If feck- 
Ing will not do, but we muſt alſo ſtrive to enter, what will zecome cf thoſe ch;at do nor 
lo much as ſeck ? 
And now I would end this Subjet, which is grown under my hand to doubie the arge-

Why, unto you 15 the Word of this Salvation 
fent : You arc the bleſſed of the Lord, and ye ſhall be bleſſed, and the Gates of Hell ſhall 
never prevail againſt you : You are called to reſiſt the Devil, ro fight againſt Principali- 
ties and Powers, and the Rulers of the Darkneſs of this World, and againſt Spiritual Wick- 
eine in high places, Epheſ. 6. 10, 11, 12. And for this end you have a Suit of Spiritual 
Arm-ur, the Armour of God on the Right-hand and on the left, from Head to Foot; and 
ic {hail be made mere than Conquerors, through him that hath loved you to the Death of 
the Croſs. Rejoyce in the Lord always 3 and again, I ſay, rejoyce. Read the eighth Chap- 
rerto the Romans, and take Courage and Everlaſting Conſolation. All things are made ſure 
for your good and intereſt, Be but faithful to God, and never fear his Grace to you. Sing 
vour Triumphant Songs, the Song of Mſes and the Lamb ; both Law and Goſpel ſhall com- 
fort you.

mad? under the law, to redeem them that were under the law, that we might receive the adoption 
of ſins. Under the rimes and diſpenſations of the Old Teſtament, till the coming of Chriſt 
in the fleſh, rhe People of God, even the true Saints of God, were hike Children, though 
grear Heirs, kept at School, bred up at a diſtance from their Father's Houſe in a ſtate of 
darkneſs, fear and bondage, knew little of their Priviledges and Inheritance ; tho' they 
were laved by Faith, and had the Goſpel preached to them in an obſcure way, yet ir lookt 
a'l Ike Law, till Chriſt, the Erernal Son of God, was made of a Woman, and made under 
the Law, they alſo were (as it were) under the Law : Bur now, 1n the days of the Goſpel, 
eſpecially f.nce the Aſcenſion of Chriſt, and his Miſſion of the Spirit, the Diſpenſation is 
quite altcred, and they are, like Heirs, called home to the poſſeſſion of their Inheritance, 
ro live like thoſe that are Lords of all. Now they are cndued with a Spirit of Adoprian, 
by which they come to know themſelves Sons and Daughters unto God Almighty, Verſe 6. 
dn becauſe ye are ſans,Ged hath ſent forth the ſpirit of his Son into your kearts,crying, Abba, Father, 
Abba, Syriach, 6 TI&]ne, Greek for Father. That is, Father in all Languages, to Sainrs of 
21] Nations, V:1ſe 8. Wherefore thou ar: 19 more a ſervant, but « ſon; and if a ſon, then an heir 
v Ged through Ch:if,” In the days of the Goſpel, heavenly things are brought down to us 
1:7 £12 greateſt plainneſs, ſo that a truly holy Soul may converſe and treat with them with 
87ear treedom, Ephyſ. 2. 5, 6. In two Verſes you have three of the greateſt Priviledges 
« *preied, raat the mind of Man can poſſibly conceive: We are ſaid there to be quickned to- 
£7921 with Chriſt, t9 be raiſed up together, and made ſit together in heavenly places with him.

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Can there be a nearer approach of an Heir to his heavenly Inheritance ? Col. 2. 20. 1/ there + 
fore ye be dead with Chrift from the rudiments of the world, why as though living in the world ares 
ye ſubje# to ordinances. Col. 3. 1. If ye be therefore riſen with Chrilt , ſeek thoſe things which 
are abve, where Cbrif ſitteth at the rizht-hand of Go4. Verſe 3. For ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Chri in God, We muſt live as thoſe that live 1n Heaven with Chriſt, Phit. 
3- 20, For our converſation is in heaven, 1 Cor. 3+ 3. Ar? ye mt carnal and walk as men 2 
Saints ſhould nor live like other Men; no, not hke Men : You are Sons and Heirs, and 
have hberty to call God Father, Our Lord hath taught us to begin our Prayers ro God 
with this rich and high Appellation of, Our Father. Kndeavour therefore bur to live like 
Children of God, and you may with holy boldneſs call God Father ; and if you can look up 
ro God as your Father, you highly diſhonour him, and diſpacage yourſelves, to doubt or 
fear of what may beride you from Men or Devils all your lite long. Therefore I. ſay it to 
all che Saints of God, and I humbly beg of God, that I may ever attend the Exhortation, 
Endeavour to walk worthy of God, unto all pleaſing, keep your Watch ſtritly over your 
Hearts and Ways, and go on your Way rejoycing, through Thick and Thin, through Fice 
and Water, through Troops and Armies of Men and Devils ; the World is conquered for 
you Devils and Principalities are triumphed over; your own innate and inbred Luſts 

Mall not be too ſtrong for you, if you ſtill, by the Spirit, faithfully endeavour to morrifie 
the Deeds of the Body. Heaven ſtands open to you 3 Manſions are prepared ; Angels are 
ready.for your ſafe Convoy. Die you muſt ; bur Death hath loſt irs Sringz and there is no

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Hat the aſſertion of the Apoſtle, in Rom. 7. 9. When the commandment came, ſin reviv'd, 
s Þ and I died, is plainly meant of the Morai Law , I ſhall now endeavour to make ap- 

ear. 

For this I reckon, there are ſeveral proofs in this 7th Chapter to the Romans: . Firft, 
if we conſider to whom this Epiſtle was written, ir was to the Romans, who were 
certainly as much Gentiles as Jews, and more, Rom. 11. 13. The Apoſtle tells them, I 
ſpeak t2 ; u Gentiles ; foraſmuch as I am the Apoſtle of the Gentiles, I magnifie mine office» Now 
ro theſe he ſaith, Rom. 7. 4. Wherefore my brethren, ye alſo are become dead to the law, by the 
body of Chrif, that ye (hould be married to another, even to him that is raiſed from the dead, &c. 
How could they become dead to the Law, that were never alive to it ? or to whom the Law 
was never alive? For the Law was never alive to them, except the Moral Law written in 
the Heart, They were never under the Ceremonial Law, but under the Moral Law they 
were born, R om. 2.14+. For the Gentiles which have nat the law, do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law : theſe having not the law, are a law unto themſelves : Verſe 1 5. Which ſhew the 
work of the law written in their hearts, &c, The Ceremonial Law was not writren in the 
Heart of Man, Therefore, here by Law, v2. 1n the 2d. Chapter, muſt be meant the Moral 
Laiv 3 and this was all they could ever be a!ive, or become dead to. *'Tis true, the Jews 
might be ſaid ro become dcad ro the Ceremonial Law too, by the Body of Chriſt crucitied ; 
But this was as nothing to the Romans, or mecr Gentiles. 

To leave then this Argument from the perſons ro whom he wrote, ( being Gentiles ) and 
to ſpeak only to the nature of the thing, 1a Rom. 9. 5. Itis ſaid, For when we were in the 
fleſh, the matrons of fins which were by the law, did work, $c, What motions of fins can we ſup- 
poſe to be wrought by the Ceremonial, or Judicial Law, more than, as thicy commanded 
Luries but gave no#ſtrength ro perform, which 15 the cauſe why the Moral Law wrought the 
ſame Effett ? Doth there appear any peculiar reaſon for this Effett, from either of theſe 
Laivs, which 15 not found in the Moral Law ? Or, it there do, how doth this affeft the R1- 
"1.445, that were never under them ? 

Again, Verſe 7. What ſhall we ſay then? is the law ſin? God forbid : nay, I had not bnown 
fin but by the law ;, for Thad mit known luſt, except the law had ſaid, Tho ſhalt not covet, What 
Law ſairh this? Why it is the Tenth Commandment of the Moral Law. Therefore, it is the 
Moral Law that is the firſt Husband ſpoken of. Again, Verſe 8. But {in tahing oceaſion by the 
commandment, wrought in me ail manner of corcupiſcence: For without the law ſin is dead, Can 
all this be coloarably ſaid of the Ceremonial Law, and not rather of the Moral Law ? As 
it forbids all Sin, and commands all Duty, and gives neither Strength nor Pardon? Where- 
as the Ceremonial Law doth nor command fo much, ard yer gives ſome intimarions of Par- 
don,by the Sacrifces which it enjoys. Veric 12. Wherefore the law is baly, and the command- 
ment holy, and juſt, and goad, I queſtion whether this can be Scripturally, and Theologi- 
caj'y ſpoken of the Ceremonial Law, which ( in a Sence ) is ſaid not to be good, Ezeh. 20. 
2s. Wherefire I gave them ſtatutes that were not good, and judgments whereby they ſhould not live, 
Pedi cis praccpta uon boua, 1d cli Precepta Cercmonialia, ſaith Pole zn Loc.

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Verſe 14+ For w' now that the law is ſpiritual. This is truly aid of the Moral Law ; but 
it ſaid of the Ceremonial Law, that it was a carnal commandment, Heh, 9. 16. and Heb, 9 10. 
It is called carnal ordinznces, Rites or Ceremonics. Again, Verſe 9, of Rom. 7. For I was 
alive without the law once. Letus ſuppoſe, for the preſence, that the Apoſtle ſpeaks properly 
in his own Name. When was ever the Apoſile alive without the Ceremonial, or Mo- 
ral Law, who was bred up at the ſtrifteſt rate under them both as a Phariſce ? The mean- 
ing cherefore is, he was alive wichour the Law, that is, before the Law came with its preliing 
Convictions ; and whar ſhall we imagine thar theſe Convictions were ? What ? Thar the 
Ceremonial Law came with its Convictio* ? T!arhe had negletted ſo many Waſhings and 

acrifices, (7c, Who ever underſtood it (©? I it not rather underſtood by all, that the 
Moral Law came in upon his Conſcience, as a ſpiritual and Holy Law, an41 the very Tran- 
ſcript of the Holineſs of God, and charged hin wich that, as Sin, which he never under- 
ſtood to be Sin before, as he inſtanceth in Luſt and Covering, and ſo made him appear 
guilty before the Holy Ged, fo as he could never hope to be accepred with G.2d, without 
Pardon and a Saviour ? And wha: cther Law could this be, which ſhould be ſaid to come 
thus, but the Moral Law? Thit win h was ordained to be Life 19 Adam, be found to be Death 
to him, being once (indeed) and {cofien broken by his *-{t Parents and by i:imſelf, 

So by all cheſe Texts our of r'-- chic? Chapter which I have (in the foregoing Diſcourſe) 
been explaining, I apprehend it is evident, That the Apoſtle ſpeaks chiefly, 1f nor ov 1+ 
of the Moral Law.

che Swbjett of Juſtification by Faith, 
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A one of my worthy Friends, to whom IT communicated my Manuſcript for his judg- 
'& ment of it, queſtioned whether it could be made to appear, that the Law did ſo much 
asaccidenrallv enrage Luft, and occation greater finning in thoſe rhat ſeek to be juſtified by 
the Law, and was inclined ro think, that the Law did only aggravare the guilt of any Sin, 
and ſo wound the Conſcience; and that this ſhould be all the meaning of thoſe words, 
When the comman4ment cam”, ſin revived and I died; and the cummand xent which was ordained 
to lif>, 1 found to be unto death, Rom. 9. 9, 10. But I am {till of opinion, that there is and 
muſt necds he a farther ſence in the words, and that when a Man ſeeks to be juſtified by 
the Law, (which is a Diitemper very incident go Humane Nature, under divers ſhapes 
and forms, and the moſt ſubtile and unaccountable Diſeaſe of Mankind) the Law, inſtead 
of juſtifying, (which ir can by no means effect) doth not oaly aggravate Sin, and kill a Man, 
as a Miniftration of Condemnation, but doth (though accidentally, yer certainly) work 
in us all manner of Concupiſcence, and doth bring forth new Fruit unto Dcath, as well 
as diſcover the old ; for which I think there are ſeveral very conſiderable Proofs in this 
ſeventh Chaprer to the Romans, and I ſhall take them as they lye in order : 

Verſe 5. When we were in the fleſh, the motions of ſin which were by the law, did work inour 
members to bring forth fruit unto death. When we were in the fleſh, that 1s in a fate of Unre- 
gcneracy, and ſo under the Law had not beraken ourſelves to Chriſt for an Husband, the 
motions of ſim did work, This methinks cannot be underſtood of Paſt-fins, that we were 
then convinced of them by the Law, but they are Motions or Inclinations towards fin- 
nitg ; ſo the Expreſſion is continued, they did work, in ordine ad, to bring forth fruit unto 
death. That is, towards new Commiſhons ; and rheſe Motions of Sin are faid to be by the 
Law, How can this be interpreted of laying on guilt, or charging us with guilt for Sins al- 
ready committed ? $9 accordingly the Anrithefis in the next Verſe ſeems to carry it. 

Verſe 6. But now we are delivered from the law, that did thus produce (and not only 
diſcover) Sin, that being dead wherein we were held, (that is the Law) that we ſhould ſerve 
in newneſs of ſpirit, and not in the oldneſs ef the letter , or as it is 1n Verſe 4. That we ſhould 
bring forth fruit unto God. This parc of the Anntheſis ſpeaks clearly of doing good Ations, 
therefore the other part of the Antitheſis muft ſpeak of doing ill Actions, by bringing forch 
Fruit unto Death ; for, Contrariorum Contrarie ſunt Rationes, 

Again, Verſe 8. Sin, taking occaſion by the commandment, wrought in me all manner of coneu« 
p1ſcence z *tis one thing to work 1t, and another to diſcover it ;; ſo it follows, for without the 
law, fin is dead; that 1s, (or ſeems to be) dead as to energy, not as to diſcovery or being 
made to appear, or becoming alive in its guilt only, u#)cpza're)o oy $03 miray nul ay., 
Cs 3Þ vous dapia verge. 

Burt let this 8th Verſe, and the gth and zoth following, be taken in this ſence : For 
making the guilt of fin to revive : Yer what ſhall we ſay to the 11th Verſe, Fer ſin tabing 
occaſion by the commandment, deceived me ? Firſt, this Phraſe, tabing occaſion by the command- 
ment, Arrepta occaſione inflammandt ( per legen vetantem_) concupiſcentiam, Vatablus in Pol. 
Verſu 8vo, Mulrt interpretes &30pwny exporurt occaſionem putantgz idem dici quod v4!gari proverbio 
rntimur in Vetitum, Grotius in Pol. So that this raking occajion by the Commandment, is 
by theſe Interpreters underſtood of raking an advyantage towards new Commiſlions. 2. A- 
gain, Deceived me : How can fin, ( that 15, indwelling fin, or ſinful Inclinations ) befaid 
ro deceive, but as ir had a kind of ma'icious Defign (by a Proſopepta here) ro draw the 
$ioning perſon farther into aCtual Commiliions, by which alſo it {2p him, not only by char- 


ging 
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ging the Guilts chat had paſt, for that is the work of the Law to kiil that way, by way of 
charge: and nor the work of fin or ſinful Inclination called Concupiſcence ; fin doth nor 
charge home fin upon the Conſctjence, but Concupiſcerce here called fin promores further 
Commiſions, ſedwxrt me, t. e. in ſuas partes me dobſe traxit, ab errare me fecit, Ingius ne ab- 
duxit a via juſtitie ; ad peccandum me pellexit, &c. Menochius, Eſtius, Beza, in Pol. But 
methinks the 13 Verſe, plainly makes jt appear, that fin takes a great advantage towards 
ſtrengthening and promoting itſelf in the Sinner, or ſ;nful Perſon, by the Law, according 
to the Proſ popea, wherein the Apoſtle makes fin an Agent, and as it were a Verſon. Was 
that then which is good (that 1s the Law) made d:ath t1me ? God forbid, But ſin that it might 
appear fin, and ſhew 1ttelf in irs Colours, working death in me, by that which is god, that ſin 
itſelf by the commandment might become out of mzaſure ſinful. I would fain know what tolerable 
ſence can be made of theſe words, bur that they muſt afford a plain proof of what I have 
been contending for ? *Tis true, 'ris {ence to ſay, that fin by the Commandment appears to 
be fin, becauſe 1t is forbidden by the Commandment, and y Cwap"ia £57y a1ouiny 1 John 
3. 4. Every ſin is a tranſg; efſion of the law, And 1t 15s ſence to ſay, that fin brings us to 
death by that which 15 good, that is the Law forbidding it ; but how will this plain honeſt 
tence bear all the heighth and heat and ſmarrne(s of the Apoſtle's arguing in this Verſe, 
But ſin, that it might appear ſin working death in me by that which is good, that fin by the com- 
mandment might become out of meaſure ſinful ? Sin appears to be' fin by the Commandment, 
but how doth ir appear out of meaſure finful? How doth this But come in ? But ſin that it 
might appear ſin, namely for this Reaſon, for that ic works death in me by that which is 
good, I ſay, how doth this But come in ? Twill rot bear a Diſcretive, to ſay cnly, 
that the Law threatens with Death a Man, that doth ſuch and ſuch things, and he finning 
or tranſgreſiing falls under this penalty ; this is no wonder at all. How doth fin appear out 
of meaſure ſinful, by this ? How doth fin ſhew ſach extraordinary Venome in this ? Thar 
it lays a Man under the penalty of the p!ain Law ? But now if fin that is indwelling-fin or 
Concupiſcence hath ſuch a miſchevious deviliſh nature in 1t, that it doth not only lay us 
under the penalty of Dearh, bur will therefore fin becauſe fin is forbidden, and will there» 
fore break the Law becauſe it forbids fin, and take 1ts very riſe and occaſion ro all manner 
of Wickedneſs, and work in usall manner of Concupiſcence, from chat which 1s holy, juſt 
and good, this ſhews fin, and that by che Commandment to be a thing our of meaſure fin- 
ful, this ſets forth fin in its true Colours and ſhes ir to be fin indeed; a thing that cannot 
be decyphered by any worſe Name than it hath already, Sin that it might appear ſin, &C. 


and out of meaſure ſinful, 
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
